CkUxi  CUraj3,  f  with  the  medicamentsof  this  Book,  it  was  for  want  of  Skil  in 
the  Nature  of  Mat)  and  Medicaments, and  in  the  Method  of  Healing  or  Curing 
and  not  for  any  dethciency  in  thefemedicaqients.  And  thatthere  have  been 

and  probably  now  are  feme  Phyfitians  who  giving  their  Phyfick  thetsifelres 

and  pretending  that  the  Apothecary  fliaU  not  divulge  their  fecrets,  do  yet  ufe

A 1 ^“r' fired  *?,  kaow  "ty  tb*  Apothecaries  have  fitch  caufe  to  complain, 
that  thefe  fo  excellent  medicaments  being  by  them  faithfully  and  carefully’ 
and  at  a  great  expence  prepared  and  kept,  many  Phyfitians  even  of  the  Col- 
ledg  do  perpetually  trouble  themfelves  to  invent,  and  the  Apothecaries  to 
make  new  medicaments  for  every  Difeafe  and  Patient  they  meet  with. 
They  are  fill  coyning  new  Ponders,  new  Syrups,  new  Plafters,  new  Pils,  for 
Sr.>/jK  and  my  Lady,  for  Richard  and  William  &c.  and  the  medicaments  by 
themfelves  recomended  to  the  Apothecaries  to  bemade(under  penalty  of  the 
Kings  difpleafure) according  to  their  Difpenfitory}m uft  fleep  defpifedand  neg^ 

ie,  p ’.an^  atlaftbe  fpoiled,  unlefs  the  Apothecary  can  get  the  repute  of  a 
Phyfitian  and  prefcribe  them  himfelf.  * 

^  Their  Aufwcr  was,  That  only  feme  Phylitians  were  guilty  of  this  abfurd 
Pr£““e’  v',1.lcl  themfelves  bell  knew  the  rea  f  on  5  whether  it  were  out  of 
a  cnildiln  Ambition  to  ihew  how  wel  their  memories  were  fluffed  with  Varie¬ 
ty  of  Simp  1 !es,  or  to  mend  Magnificat  and  feem  mfer  than  the  Colledg  and  all  An  ti- 
quity  befides  ,  or  that  the  Apothecaries  may  not  fmel  their  Art,  to  which  In¬ 
tent  fome  are  thought  ftil  to  Vary  their  medicaments  though  never  fo  fuccefs. 
ful,  and  though  the  fame  Intention  continue:  Which  what  dn  unconfcionabte 
hazard  that  is  in  acute  Difeafes,ail  that  are  foberand  good  men  as  wel  as  Phy* 
fittans  ( if  any  can  be  a  good  Phyfitian  abfolutely  that  as  not  a  good  man  )  wil 
judg.  It  is  a  wretched  thing  that  Phyfitians  ihould  be  biafl  in  their  Praffice 
wherein  mens  deareftlives  are  concerned)  with  confideration  of  the  Apothe- 
caries  quacking.  Saltis  Topuli  ought  to  be  the  fupream  Law  toal  Phyfitians  that 
would  deferve  the  name  of  Men,  and  Chriflians,  and  not  of  Foxes,  and  Infi¬ 
dels.  Mens  lives  ought  not  to  be  hazarded  through  a  giddy  and  affe&edly 
various  fafnion  ofpreferibing.  There  areCenfors  and  other  waies  and  means 
to  keep  Apothecaries  from  Pra&ifing,  and  provided  they  Pra&ice  not,  the 
mox-e  knowing  in  Phyfick,  the  better  Apothecaries  they  wil  prove,  and  more 
ferviceable  both  to  the  Phyfitian  and  Patient.  It  wil  be  a  good  wav  to  pre¬ 
vent  their  Pra&ifing,for  Phyfitians  to  leave  off  that  affe&ed  negled  of  the  me¬ 
dicaments  they  keep,  and  for  Phyfitians  to  difperfe  and  fprinkle  their  Favors 
up  and  down  ttie  Town  among  them,  balking  none  but  fuch  as  are  Infamous 
for  making  bad  medicaments.  For  whiles  their  Medicaments  fpoil  with  keep- 
mg,  and  whiles  a  few  Apothecaries  have  all  the  Pra&ice  of  the  greatefl:  and 
mole  ramousPrachtioners  among  them, what  fhould  the  reft  do  but  turn  either 
Mountebanks  or  Bankrupts.  For  it  is  chiefly  want  of  imployment  from  the 
Pnylstian,  or  fear  of  looting  his  medicaments  with  keeping,  that  makes  any 
Apothecary  invade  and  intrench  upon  the  Pra&ice  of  Phyfick. 

My  learned  friends  having  proceeded  thus  far  upon  the  Subjed,  it  came  into 
my  Mind,  to  defire  further  fatisfa&ion  of  them,  as  to  the  goednefs  efficacy  and 

utilitv 
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utility  Of  the  medicaments  in  this  Book  defcribed,  in  comparifon  of  the  medi- 
camentsofour  Phil oforhers  by  the  fire,  our  Paracelfians,  Helmonmnsand 
that  Crew.Can  the  Medicaments  of  this  Diftenfaterji  compare  with  theti  Elixirs, 
their  Spirits,  their  Tinctures,  their  Quinttilences  ?  Can  they  compare with  the 
Enthuliaftical  preparations  of  the  pretended  Adipti  or  infpiredChymilBf  m -the 
Rodomontades  of  the-Utopian  Fraternity  oftheRofieCnifians^  One^fwhmh 
Boafted  to  me  that  there  werebuf  twelve  ofthat  Brotherhood  in  the  World, 
of  which  he  was  one. '  That  he  could  make  Gold  of  any  bafe  toetral.  Cure  all 
Difeafes,  make  old  Perfons  become  yong  again,  Reftore  the  body  to  fuch 
youth  and  ftrength  that  a  man  fhould  live  fome  hundreds  of  years  longer.  And 
delivered  a  Book  to  me  to  Print  ( the  Coppy  whereof  he  defired  to  fell  me) 
which  promifed  to  perform  all  thefe  things.  -  ; . 

Their  Anfwers  were,  that  though  Chymlftry  is  a  noble  and  ufeful  Prattife, 
hiahlv  tending  to  difeover  the  Myfteries  of  Nature,  by  Analyfing  her  pro¬ 
ductions:,  yet  Far  the  greateft  part  of  Chy mills,  thofe  elpecially  that  get 
their  bread  by  that  Prattife,  are  ftrongly  tainted  with  Impojiure.  For  when 
Men  of  mean  Eftates  have  fpent  that  little  they  had  upon .chargeable  Opera¬ 
tions,  .into  whichthey  are  commonly  drawn  bya  vain  delire  and  hope  to 
gain  the  Phylofophers  ftone,  (  according  to  that  true  Proverb  as  to  vulgar 
Spirits  unphilofophized,  which  faies  that  NeceJJitj  compels  me  to  unhaxfoinand  ig¬ 
noble  Courfes  \  they  are  forced  by  boaftmg  promifes  and  insinuations,  to  make 
a  prey  of  wealthy  Men  that  have  an  Ambition  to  make  Gold  and  to  work 
wonders  in  the  Cure  of  Incurable  Difeafes 

They  further  faid,  The  chiefeft  Helmoniian  who  pretends  to  do  luch  won¬ 
ders  in  the  Cure  of  Feavers  and  other  Difeafes  (thatifhe  were  able  to  an- 
fwer  his  boaftings  by  deeds  might  fit  in  the  Boufe  o^  Lords )  has  been  fain  to 
lie  in  prifon  fome  confiderable  time  for  a  debt  of  thirty  pound  at  moft,contra- 
fted  with  his  Glafs*  merchant.  And  the  reft  of  the  boafting  fraternity  can 
hardly  win  bread  without  abufing  fome  Wealthy  Perfon  enchanted  by  the 
Chy mifts  boafts,  and  betwatled  with  his  own  foolilh  defire  and  idle  ambition. 
Nor  is  it  much  to  be  wondred  that  the  Divine  Providence  fliould  deliver  up 
fuch  vain  Pretenders  to  fuch  del  ufions  of  cheating  f  pirns,  in  regard  of  their 
Vanity,  Ambition,  and  want  of  heart  to  do  good  with  the  overplus  of  their 

Eftates 

And  my  Learned  Friends  did  further  Allure  me  upon  their  Confcience  and 
Credit, That  whatever  any  of  thefe  vaporing  Chymifts  can  really  Cure  by  any 
oftheir  Boafted  Medicaments,  May  be  done  with  more  fafety  and  Certainty 
bv  Medicaments  defcribed  in  the  London  Difpenfatvrji,  in  which  Rather*  are 
the  chiefeft and  moft  effeftual  Chymical  preparations.  And  that  Van  Helmut 
is  the  Patriarch  of  thofe  Importers,  who  pretended  that  he  was  (  fave  in  your 
prefence')  A^deptus, one  that  by  extraordinary  Revelation  had  the  gift  or  heal¬ 
ing,  and  yet  had  not  the  Grace  or  goodnefs  given  him  by  God  to  communi¬ 
cate  to  pofterity  the  Cure  of  any  one  Difeafe.  If  Helmont  could  have  done 
what  in  a  way  of  chymical  delufionhe  boafted  of,  as  to  cure  Quartan  Agues  by 
PI  afters,  to  cure  the  Plague  and  F evers  after  His  rate  8cc.  furely  faid  they,  all 
Europe  would  have  rung  with  his  fame,  whereas  we  never  heard  ofthat  won¬ 
derworking  Gentleman  til  after  his  death,  when  his  Tractates  were  printed. 
Out  of  which  when  a  man  lhal  have  fevered  his  fantaftical  Superftitions  and 
Popifti  tranfportations  as  to  Religion,  his  hypochondriacal  Dreams  and  Do¬ 
tages  of  his  being  Adept**,  his  Ambitious  and  Mountebank-like  1  nveftives  a-

lor  to  the  whol  Body  :  its  Receptacle  'is  in  the  fpleen, 
and  it  is  governed  by  Saturn.

It  is  divided  into  Intellective,  and  Senlitive. 

I  Intelltftive.']  The  Intellective  refidesin  the  Jb  rain. 
Within  the  Pia  mater, is  governed  generally  by  Mercury. 

Itis  divided  into  Imagination,  Judgment,  and  Me¬ 
mory. 

Imagination  is  feated  in  the  fore-part  of  the  Brain  ;

Vapor  lent  up  to  it.  Mercury  is  out  of  queftion  the 
Difpofer  of  it. 

A  Man  may  eafily  perceive  his  judgment  afleep  be¬ 
fore  himfelf  many  times,  and  then  he  lball  perceive  his 
thoughts  run  at  Random. 

Judgment  alwaies  fleeps  when  Men  do,  Imagination 
never  fleeps  5  Memory  fomtimes  fleeps  when  Men  fleep, 
and  fomtimes  it  doth  not :  fo  then  when  Memory  is  a- 
wake,  and  the  man  afleep,  then  Memory,  remembers 
what  Apprehenfion  coyns,  and  that  is  a  Dream:  the 
Thoughts  would  have  been  the  fame,  if  Memory  had 
not  been  awake  to  remember  it.

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though  Galen  and  Diofcorides ,  teach 
to  be  hot  in  the  fourth  degree,  and 
might  happily  be  fo  in  thofe  Coun¬ 
tries  where  they  lived,  yet  with  us  it 
fcarce  exceeds  the  firft  degree,  the 
Juyce  of  the  root  mixed  with  Honey 
and  fnuffed  up  into  the  Nofe,  purg- 
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doth  the  root  only  carried  about  one 
being  made  into  an  Oyntment  helps 
the  *  difeafe  in  the  Neck  commonly 
called  the  Kings  Evil.  [*  ScrophnU ] 
China,  wonderfully  extenuateth 
and  drieth,provoketh  fweat, refifteth 
putrefaftion,it  ftrengthens  theLiver, 
helps  the  dropfie  and  Malignant 
Ulcers,  Leprofie,  Itch,  and  French 
Pocks,  and  is  profitable  in  difeafes 
corning  of  falling.  It  is  commonly 
ufed  in  Diet  drinks  for  the  pre- 
mifes. 

Of  Succory  :  Cools  and  dries  in  the 
fecond  degree,  ftrengthens  the  Liver 
and  Veins,  it  opens  obftru6lions, 
flopping  of  the  Liver  and  Spleen,  be¬ 
ing  boyled  in  white  Wine  and  the 
Deco&ion  drunk. 

Of  Meadow  Saffron ,  The  Roots 
are  held  to  b&  hurtful  to  the  Sto¬ 
mach,  therefore  I  let  them  alone. 

Confolida  major,  is  that  which 
we  ordinarily  call  Comfry  ;  it  is  of  a 
cold  quality,  yet  pretty  temperate, 

©f  filch  a  glutinous  quality  that  ac- 


mouth.  Cankers,  &c. 

Of  Carrots.  Are  moderately  hot 
andmoift,  breed  but  little  nourifh- 
ment,  and  it  extream  windy  :  I  omit 
what  vertues  Galen  writes  of  them, as 
being  confident  there  was  fuch  a  dif¬ 
ference  between  them,  that  our  car¬ 
rots  will  never  anfwer  thofe  effe&s, 
or,  if  any  do,  ’tis  the  wild  kind. 

Of  Toothwon ,  toothed  Violets,  or 
Corralrvort ;  they  are  drying,binding, 
and  ftrengthening  ;  are  good  to  eafe 
pains  in  the  Tides  and  bowels  ;  alfo 
being  boyled,  the  Decodlion  is  faid 
to  be  good  to  walh  green  wounds 
and  Ulcers  with. 

Of  Dittany  :  is  hot  and  dry  in  the 
third  degree,  haftens  travel  inWo- 
,  m«i,  provokes  the  Terms.  (See  the 
Leaves.) 

Of  Doronicum,  a  fuppofed  kind  of 
V’o/f-bane  :  I  am  of  opinion  that  Se- 
rapio  and  A  vicenna  and  other  Ara¬ 
bian  Phyfitians,  did  not  intend  that 
R.oot  we  now  ufe  for  Domwww 


without  danger  amongft  Adders, Vi< 
pers,  and  Serpents  ;  (  but  I  beleeve 
you  had  beft  have  a  care  you  do  not 
tread  upon  them)  this  root  is  cold 
and  dry,  good  for  fuch  as  are  bitten 
by  venemous  beads  either  being  boy¬ 
led  in  Wine  and  drunk,  or  bruifed 
and  applied  to  the  place  :  being  boy¬ 
led  in  Wine  and  drunk,  it  encreafethr 
milk  in  Nurfes. 

Of  H cllehorc  white  and  hlac\.  The 
Root  of  white  Hellebore,  or  Sneez- 
wort,  being  grated  and  /huffed  up 
the  Nofe,  caufeth  fiieezing  ;  kills 
Rats  and  Mice  being  mixed  with 
their  Meat :  it  is  but  a  feurvy,  chur- 
lifli  Medicine,  being  taken  inwardly, 
and  therefore  better  let  alone  than 
ufed  ;  and  yet  Dr.  Bright  commends 
it  for  fuch  as  are^mad  through  Me- 
Iancholly.  Others  are  of  opinion 
fuch  harfih  Medicines  are  not  conve¬ 
nient  for  fo  fallen  an  humor,  and  of 
that  opinion  am  I  my  felf :  If  you  wil 
ufe  it  for  fneezing,  let  your  head  and 
Neck  be  wrapped  hot  for  fear  of  cat¬ 
ching  cold,,  *'  '  ftlac 4- 
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Bla\  Hellebore,  Bears-foot ,  or, 
Chriflmas  flower  :  both  this  and  tie 
former  are  hot  and  dry  in  the  third 
degree.  This  is  nothmg  fo  violent 
nor  dangerous  as  the  former.  Both 
Galen ,  and  Jttlm  Stlexandrinus , 
report  the  roots  of  this  boy  led 
[  *  You  mufi  boyl  them  but  very  little, 
for  the  ftrength  will  foon  fly  out  in 'va¬ 
por.  1  in  Vinegar,  to  be  an  admirable 
remedy  againft  inveterate  Scabs , 

Itch,  andLepvofie,  trie  fame  helps 
the  Tooth-ach,  being  held  m  the 
mouth,  and  dropped  mtp  the  Ears, 
helps  deafnefs  coming  of  Melan- 
cholly,  and  noife  in  the  Ears  ;  cm' 
refted  with  a  little  Cinnamon  (  m 
pouder)  it  purgeth  Melancholly , 
refifteth  madnefs.  Alfo  P liny,  .A 
fynus  and  Columella ,  affirm  that  a 
piece  of  Root  put  into  a  hole  made 
in  theEar  of  a  bead  troubled  with  the 
Cough,  or  that  hath  taken  any  poy- 
fon,  and  drawn  quite  through  next 
day  about  that  time,  help  eth  them  : 
out  of  queftion  it  is  a  fpecial  thing  to 

rowel  Cattel  withal. 

Of  Elecampanefls  hot  and  dry  in  t  ie 
third  degree,  wholfome  for  the  fto- 
mach,  relifts  poyfon,  helps  old 
Coughs  j  and  Ihortnefs  of  breath, 
helps  Rupture,  and  provokes  lull ; 
in  Oyntmcntjit  is  good  againft  lcabs 

and  Itch.  ,  . 

Of  Endive.  Garden  Endive,  which 

,  is  the  root  here  fpccified,  is  held  to 

be  fomwhat  colder,  though  not  fo 
dry  and  ctenfing  as  that  which  is 
wild,  it  cools  hot  ftomachs,  hot  li¬ 
vers,  amends  the  blood  corrupted  by 
heat,  and  therefore  muft  needs  be 
goodinFeavers,  it  caols  the  Reins, 
and  therefore  prevents  the  ftone,  it 
opens  obftruaions,  and  provokes 
Urine  *,  you  may  bruife  the  root,  and 
boyl  it  in  white  wine,  5tis  very  hwm- 

lefs.  ,  ,,  . 

Of  Eringo ,  or  Sea-holly  :  the  roots 

are  moderately  hot,  fomthmg  dry¬ 
ing  and  clenlingjbruifed  and  applied 
to  the  place,  they  help  the  Scrophttla ,  | 
or  Difeafe  in  the  Throat  called  the 
Kinos  Evil,  they  break  the  ftone, en-  ( 
create  feed,  ftir  up  luft,  provoke  the

Of  Spur  ye  the  greater  and  lejjer , 

they  are  both  (taken  inwardly)  too 
violent  for  a  vulgar  life  s  outwardly  j 
in  Oyntments  they  clenfe  the  Skin, 
take  away  funburning. 

ream,  of  which  are  two  grand 
diftinftions,  'vig.  male  and  female  , 
I  fuppofe  they  intend  the  male  heie^ 
becaufe  they  adjoyn  fome  other 
names  to  it,  which  the  Greeks  attu- 
buted  only  to  the  male  :  the  female 
is  that  which  we  in  Sujftex  cal  Brakes. 
Both  of  them  are  hot  and  dry,  and 
excellent  good  for  the  Rickets  in 
Children, and  Difeafcs  of  the  Spleen,

Of  Dropwort.  The  Roots  are  hot 

and  dry  in  the  third  degree,opemng> 
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provoke  Urine,  eafe  pains  in  the 
Bladder,  and  are  a  good  prefervative 
againft  the  Failing-licknefs. 

Of  Fennel.  The  Root  is  hot  and 
dry,  fome  fay  in  the  third  degree, 
opening  ;  it  provokes  Urine, and  the 
Terms,  ftrengthens  the  Liver,  and  is 
good  againft  the  Droplie. 

Galanga,  commonly  called  Galin- 
gal  the  greater  and  leffer  :  They  are 
hot  and  dry  in  the  third  degree,  and 
the  lefler  are  accounted  the  hotter,  it 
ftrengthens  the  ftomach  exceedingly, 
and  lakes  away  the  pains  thereof 
coming  of  cold  or  wind,  the  find  of 
it  ftrengthens  the  Brain,  it  relieves 
faint  hearts,  takes  away  windinefi 
of  the  Womb,  heats  the  Rems,  and 
provokes  luft,  you  may  take  half  a 
dram  at  a  time.  Mathiolus. 

Of  Gentian, called  fo  from*his  name 
i*Gentiut  a  Prince]  that  firft  round  it 
out  :  fome  call  it  Felwort ,  and  Bald- 
money.  It  is  hot,  clenfing,  and  fcou- 

ring,  a  notable  counterpoyfon,  it 

opens  obftruftions,  helps  the  bitings 
of  venemous  beafts,  and  mad  D°gs> 
helps  digeftion,and  clenfeth  the  body 
of  raw  humors  t  our  Chyrurgions 
ufe  the  root  in  form  of  a  Tent,  to 
open  the  fore,  they  are  alfo  very  pro 
fitable  for  Ruptures,  or  fueh  as  are 

bur ft.  „  ,  . 

Of  Liquoris  ;  the  beft  that  is,  grows 
in  England  :  it  is  hot  and  moift  in 
temperature,  helps  the  roughnefs  of 
the  Windpipe,  Hoarfnefs,  Difeafes 
in  the  Kidnies  and  Bladder,  and  Ul¬ 
cers  in  the  Bladder,  (which  in  my 
opinion  is  a  very  difficult  thing  to 
cure,  although  curable)  it  concodts 
raw  humors  m  the  ftomach, helps  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing,  is  profitable  for 
all  Salt  humors  s  the  root  dried  and 
beaten  into  pouder,  and  the  pouder 
put  into  the  Eye,  is  a  fpecial  remedy 

for  a  Pin  andWeb. 

Of  Grafs,  fuch  as  m  London  they 
call  Couch-grafs ,  and  S  quitch.- grafts  i 
in  Sufi  ex,  ' Dog-graft .  It  .g^tly 
provokes  Urine,  and  eafeth  the  Kict- 
nies  oppr*flcd  with  Gravel,  giipings 
of  the  Belly,  and  difficulty  of  Urine. 
Let  fuch  as  are  troubled  with  thefe 
Difeafes,  drink  a  draught  of  white

bind  the  Belly. 

Orris,  or  f  lowey-de-luce  (after  the 
French  name)  both  that  which  grows 
with  us,  and  that  which  comes  from 
Florence.  They  are  hot  and  dry  m 
the  third  degree,  refift  poyfon,  help 
ffiortnefs  of  the  breath,  provoke  the 
Terms  j  the  Root  being  preen  and 
bruifed,  takes  away  blacknefs  and 
blewnefs  of  a  fttoke  being  applied 
thereto. 

Of  Maflerwort.  Tiie  Root  is  hot 
and  dry  in  the  third  degree  i  miti¬ 
gates  the  rigor  of  Agues, helps  Drop- 
lies,  provokes  fiveat,  breaks  Car¬ 
buncles,  and  Plague-fores,  being 
applied  to  them  ;  it  is  very  profitable 
being  given  inwardly  in  bruifes. 

Fullers-Thiflle ,  Teagle.  The  root 
being  boy  led  in  Wine  til  it  be  thick 
(quoth  Dieftcondcs')  helps  by  unclion 
I  tfie  clefts  of  [the  Fundament,  as  alfo 
takes  away  Warts  and  Wens.  Galen 
faith,  they  are  dry  in  the  fecond  de¬ 
gree  :  and  I  take  it  all  Authors  hold 
them  to  be  cold  and  dry. 

Unflaked  Lime  beaten  into  pou¬ 
der,  and  mixed  with  black  Soap, 
takes  away  a  Wen  being  anointed 

with  it.  .  •  ' 

If  you  rub  Warts  with  the  Leaves 
of  Fig-trees,  and  bury  the  Leaves  in 
the  Earth,  the  Warts  wHl  infenhbly 
confume  away  Migaldus. 

If  you  anointW arts  with  the  juyee 
of  Elder-berries,  it  will  take  them 

away,  .  f 

Warts  rubbed  With  a  piece  of  new 
Beef,  and  the  Beef  buried  in  the 
ground,  the  Warts  will  confume  as 
the  Beef  rots. 

Of  the  Bay-tree.  The  Bark  of  the 
Root  drunk  with  Wine,  provokes 
Urine,  breaks  the  ftone,  opens  ob- 
fttuftions  of  the  Liver  and  Spleen. 
But  according  to Diofcoridet  is  naught 

for  Women  \vith  Child.  Galen. 

The  Roots  of  Sorrel  are  held  to  be 
profitable  againft  the  Jaundice.  Of 
Sharp-pointed  7)ocl\S-  clenfe ,  and 
helps  Scabs  and  Itch. 

Of  Lovage.  They  are  hot  and  dry, 
and  exceeding  good  for  any  difeafes 
coming  of  wind. 

Gf  White  Lillies.  The  Root  is 


wine, wherein  thefe  roots(beingbiui 
fed)  have  been  boyled,for  their  mor¬ 
nings  draught  if  they  find  eafe,  let 
them  thank  God  ;  if  not  let  them 
blame  me.  Bruifed  and  applied  to 
the  place,  they  fpecdily  help  green 
wounds.  Galen  Dioftcorid.es. 

Of  Mermoda fills.  They  aie  hot 
and  dry,  purge  flegm ,  efpecially 
from  the  joynts,  therefore  are  good 
for  Gouts,  and  other  Difeafes  in  the 
Joynts.  Their  vices  are  con-efted 
with  Long  Pepper,  Ginger,  Cinna¬ 
mon,  orMaftich.  I  would  not  have 
unskilful  people  too  bufie  with  Pur- 
ges 


fomthing  hot  and  dry,  helps  Bui- 
nings,  foftens  the  Womb,  provoks 
the  Terms  ;  if  boyled  in  Wine,  is 
given  with  good  fuccefs  in  rotten 
Feavers,  Pcftilences,  and  all  Difeafes 

that  require  fuppuration  :  (it  being 

outwardly  applied)  helpsUlccrs  in 
the  head,  and  amends  the  ill  color  of 

the  face.  , 

Of  Mallows.  They  are  cool,  ana 
digefting,  refift  poyfon,  aud  help 
Corrofions,  or  gnawing  of  rhe  bo¬ 
wels,  or  any  other  part ;  as  alio  U  - 
cers  in  the  Bladder.  Sec  Mai  ill - 
mallows, 

Q{  Mand, takes.  A  Root  danger- 
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fcarcy,  and  dangerous  for  the  vulgar 
to  ufe  ;  therefore  I  leave  it  to  thofe 
that  have  skil. 

Of  Mechoacan.  It  is  corre&ed 
with  Cinnamon ,  is  temperate  yet 
drying,  purgeth  flegm  chiefly  from 
the  Head  and  Joynts,  it  is  good  for 
old  Difeafes  in  the  Head,  and  may 
fafely  be  given  even  to  Feav’erifh 
Bodies,  becaufe  of  its  temperature, 
it  is  alio  profitable  againft  Coughs 
and  pains  of  the  Reins  ;  as  alfo 
againft  the  French  Pox  :  The  ftrong 
may  take  a  dram  at  a  time. 

Of  Mulberry  tree.  The  Bark  of  the 
Root  is  bitter,  hot  and  dry,  opens 
Hoppings  of  the  Liver  and  Spleen, 
purgeth  the  Belly,  and  kils  Worms, 
boyfed  in  Vinegar,  helps  the  Tooth- 
ach. 

Of  Spicfnard,  Indian,  and  Celtick- 
Celtick  Nard,  according  to  7 (onde- 
litius  wonderfully  provokes  Urine. 
They  are  both  hot  and  dry,  but  I  let 
the  degree  alone,  till  the  Learned 
are  agreed  about  it.  The  Indian, 
alfo  provokes  Urine, and  Hops  fluxes 
helps  windinefs  of  the  ftomach,  relift- 
eth-the  Peftilence,  helps  gnawing 
pains  of  the  ftomach*  and  dries  up 
Rhewms  that  moled  the  head.  The 
Celtick  Spicknard  performs  the  fame 
Offices,  though  in  a  weaker  mea- 
fure. 

Of  Water-  Lillies.  They  are  cold 
and  dry,  and  flop  lud. 

Of  Cammocl or  Refi-harrorv,  fo 
called  becaufe  it  makes  Oxen  Hand 
ftill  when  they  arG  Ploughing.  The 
Roots  are  hot  and  dry  in  the  third 
decree ;  it  breaks  the  Stone(  viz .  the 
Barks  of  it.)  The  Root  it  felf,  accor¬ 
ding  to  Pliny,  helps  the  Falling-fick- 
nefs  ;  according  to  Mathiolut ,  helps 
Ruptures:  You  may  take  half  a  dram 
at  a  time. 

Garden  and  Wild  parfnips.  They  are 
of  a  temperate  quality,  enclining 
fomthing  to  heat :  The  Garden  Parf¬ 
nips  provoke  Lud,  and  nourifb  as 
much  and  more  too,  than  any  Root 
ordinarily  eaten  :  The  wild  are 
more  Phyfical  (and  fo  are  ufually  all 
wild  Plants,  I  could  give  you  reafons 
foe  it  if  I  durfl  fpend  time  and  paper) 
being  cutting,  clenfing,  and  ope¬ 
ning  :  they  refifl  the  bitings  of  vene- 
Ynous  Beads,  eafe  pains  and  ditches 
in  the  Tides ,  and  are  a  foveraign 
Remedy  againft  the  Wind  Chol- 
Jick. 

Of  Cinhfnyl,  commonly  called 
Five-leaved,  or  Five  finger'd  graft  ; 
the  Root  is  very  drying  but  very  mo¬ 
derately  hot :  It  is  admirable  apaind 
all  Fluxes/ and  flops  blood  flowing 
from  any  part  of  the  body,  it  helps 
infirmities  of  the  Liver  and  Lungs, 
helps  putrified  Ulcers  of  the  mouth, 
the  Root  boy  led  in  Vinegar  is  good 
againft  the  Shingles,  and  appeafeth 
the  rage  of  any  fretting  fores.  You 
may  fafely  take  half  a  ch  ant  at  a  time 
in  any  convenient  Liquor 


Of  Butter-Bur.  The  Roots  are 
hot  and  dry  in  the  fecond  degree, 
they  are  exceeding  good  in  violent 
and  Peftilential  beavers*  they  pro¬ 
voke  the  Terms,  expel  poyfon,  and 
kil  worms. 

Of  Sulphur-wort ,  Hog- fennel  or 
Hore  ftrange.  It  is  very  good  applied 
to  the  Navels  of  Children  that  flick 
out.  Ruptures  :  held  in  the  mouth* 
it  is  a  prefent  Remedy  for  the  Fits  of 
the  Mother  :  it  being  taken  inward¬ 
ly,  gives  fpeedy  deliverance  to  Wo¬ 
men  in  Travel,  and  brings  away  the 
After-birth. 

Of  Peony  male  and  female.  They 
are  meanly  hot,  but  more  drying  ; 
the  male  is  more  effectual  in  opera¬ 
tion  than  the  female  (fay  Authors) 
and  yet  quoth  Dr.  Rea  fun,  why  fhould 
not  the  male  be  befl  for  mer,  and 
the  female  for  Women  ?  The  root 
helps  Women  not  fufficiently  purged 
after  Travel,  it  provokes  the  Terms, 
and  helps  pains  in-  the  Belly,  as  alfo 
in  the  Reins  and  bladder,  Falling- 
ficknefs,  and  Gonvulfions  in  Chil¬ 
dren,  being  either  taken  inwardly, 
or  hung  about  their  Necks.  You 
may  take  half  a  di  am  at  a  time,  and 
lefs  for  children. 

V alerian ,  or  Setwal ,  great:r  and 
leffer.  They  are  temperately  hot*  the 
greater  provokes  Urine  and  the 
terms,  helps  the  Strangury,  flaies 
PJiewms  in  the  Head,  and  takes  a- 
way  the  pricking  pains  thereof.  The 
lefier  refills  poyfon,  aflwageth  the 
fwelling  of  the  Cods,  coming  either 
through  wind  or  cold,  helps  cold 
taken  after  fweating  or  labor,  Wind 
chollick  :  outwardly  it  draws  out 
Thoms,  and  cures  both  wounds  and 
Ulcers. 

Of Pldmaine.  The  Root  is  foin- 
t’ning  dryer  than  the  Leaf,  but  not 
fo  cold,  it  opens  ftoppages  of  the 
Liver,  helps  the  Jaundice,  and  Ul¬ 
cers  of  the  Reins  and  Bladder.  Dio- 
fcorides  affirmeth  that  one  root  help- 
eth  a  Quotidian  Ague,  three  a  Ter¬ 
tian,  and  four  a  Quartan,  which 
though  our  late  writers  hold  to  be 
fabulous,  yet  there  may  be  a  grea¬ 
ter  truth  in  it  than  they  are  aware  of; 
yet  I  am  as  loth  to  make  fuperftition 
a  foundation  to  build  on,  as  any  of 
them  ;  letExperience"be  judg,  and 
then  we  weigh  not  modern  Jury 
Men.  A  little  bit  of  the  Root  being 
eaten,  inftantly  flaies  pains  in  the 
Head,  even  to  admiration. 

Of  Polypodium,  or  Fcarn  of  the 
Oalg.  It  is  a  gallant  though,  gentle 
purger  of  Melancholly  ;  Alfo  )n  the 
opinion  of  Mcfite  (as  famous  a  Phy- 
fitian  as  ever  I  read  for  a  Galenift)  it 
dries  up  fuperfluous  Humors,  stakes 
away  fwellings  from  the  Hands, 
Feet,  Knees,  anti  Joynts,  flitches  and 
pains  in  the  Tides,  infirmities  of  the 
Spleen,  Rickets  :  correct  it  with  a 
few  Armis  Seeds,  or  Fennel  feeds,  or 
a  little  Ginger,  and  then  the  flomach 


will  not  loath  it.  Your  befl  way  of 
taking  it,  is  to  bruife  it  well,  and 
■boy  I  it  in  whit6  wine  til  half  be  con- 
fumed  you  may  put  in  much,  or 
little,  according  to.  the  ftrength  of 
the  Difeafed,  it  works  very  fafely.  I 
cannot  give  no  better  reafon  why 
Polypodium  .of  the  Oak  fhould  be 
bell,  unlefs  becaufe  ’tis  rareft,  it 
draws  either  very  little  fap  from  the 
Oak,  or  none  at  all,  or  if  it  did,  the 
reafon  were  as  far  to  fee  k.  I  am  of 
opinion,  that  which  grows  on  the 
ground  is  the  befl  to  evacuate  Me¬ 
lancholly,  but  it  is  more  Sympathe¬ 
tica!. 

Of  Solomons  Seal -  Let  it  be  no 
dishonor  to  Galen  norDicflorides  that 
Englilh  men  have  found  out  in  late 
daies  that  thofe  Roots  may  fafely  be 
iven  inwardly  :  Intruth  they  may 
e.excufed  if  the  difference  of  the 
Climates  they  and  we  lived,and  now 
live  in,  be  but  conlidered,  neither  I 
hope  will  my  Country  men  blame 
me  for  following  only  Dr.  Experience 
in  the  vertues  of  this  root  :  ftamped 
and  boyledinwine  it  fpeedily  helps 
(being  drunk  I  mean,  for  it  will  not 
do  the  deed  by  looking  upon  it)  all 
broken  bones,  it  is  of  an  incredible 
vertue  that  way  ;  as  alfo  being  dam¬ 
ped  and  applied  to  the  place,  ft  foon 
heals  all  wounds,  and  quickly  takes 
away  the  blask  and  blew  marks  of 
blows,  being  bruifed  and  applied  to 
the  place,  and  for  thefe,  I  am  per- 
fwadecl  there  is  not  abetter  Medi¬ 
cine  under  the  Sun  (or  as  Copernicus 
and  Yfipler  will  have  it,  above  the 
Sim.)

fed  up  the  Nofe,  it  flaies  the  bleeding, 
of  it,  they  are  better  of  the  two  boy- 
led  then  raw,  but  both  waies  excee¬ 
ding  hurtful  for  Ulcers  in  the  blad¬ 
der  ;  and  fo  are  Onions  and  Gar- 
lick.

inwardly  taken,  they  fay  it  helps 
Palhes  and  other  cold  effe&s  in  the 
brain  and  Nerves. 

Reupontick,  or  Rhubarb  ofVontusl 
It  takes  away  windinefs  and  weak- 
nefs  of  the  ftomach,  figt  kings,  fob- 
bings,  fpittings  of  Blood,  Difeafes 
of  the  Liver  and  Spleen,  Rickets  &c„: 
if  you  take  a  dram  at  a  time  it  will 
purge  a  little,  but  bind  much,  and 
H  therefor? 
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barks.

Stamped  and  applied  to  the  Head  it 
mitigates  the  pains  thereof,  being 
fomwhat  cool  in  quality. 

patience.  Monk*  Reubarb ,  or  Ba- 
fiard-Rettbarb  :  It  alfo  purgeth,  clenl- 
eth  the  Blood,  opens  obftrudtions  of 
the  Liver. 

Of  Maddir.  In  this  were  Galen 
and  Diofcovid.es  quite  befide  the  Cu- 
fhion,  in  faying  this  Root  was  ope¬ 
ning,  and  clenbng,  when  clean  con¬ 
trary,  it  is  both  drying  and.binding, 
yet  not  without  fome  opening  quali¬ 
ty,  for  it  helps  the  Yellow  Jaundice, 
and  therefore  opens  obftruftions  of 
the  Liver  and  Gall ;  it  is  given  with 
oood  fuccefs,  to  fuch  as  have  had 
truifes  by  falls,  flops  loofnefs,  the 
Hemorrhoids,  and  the  Terms  in  Wo¬ 
men. 

Oi Knee-holly  or  Butcher s-Bvoom , 
or  Brufcus.  They  are  meanly  hot  and 
dry,  provoke  Urine,  break  the  ftone, 
and  help  fuch  as  cannot  pifs  freely. 
Ufe  them  like  grafs  Roots. 

OfSarJa  P arilla,  or  Bind-Weed; 
fomewhat  hot  and  dry ,  helpful 
againft  pains  in  theHead,and  joynts; 
they  provoke  fweat,  and  aie  ufed  fa¬ 
miliarly  in  drying  Diet  chinks. 

Of  Satyr  ion,  each  fort.  Theyaie 
hot  and  moift  in  temper,  provoke 
luft,  and  encreafe  feed  ;  each  branch 
beareth  two  Roots,  both  fpongy,  yet 
the  one  more  folid  than  the  otner, 
which  is  ofmoft  vertue,  and  indeed 
only  to  be  ufed,for  fome  fay  the  moft 
fpongy  root  is  quite  contrary  in  ope¬ 
ration  to  the  other,  as  the  one  on- 
creafeth,  the  other  decreafeth  ;  yet 
if  in  your  Eye  they  contend  for  dig¬ 
nities,  put  them  both  in  water,  and 


the  moft  folid  which  is  for  ufe  Will 

fink,  the  other  fwim. 

Of  white  Saxifrage ,  in  Suffix  We 
call  them  Lady-jmocks.  The  Roots 
powerfully  break  the  ftone',  expel 
wind,  provoke  Urine,  and  clenfe  the 
Reins. 

Of  Scabious.  The  Roots  either 
1  hoyled,  or  beaten  into  pouder,  and 
j  fo  taken,  helps  fuch  as  are  extreamly 
troubled  with  Scabs  and  Itch,  are 
>  Medicinal  in  the  French  Pox,  haid 
fwellings,  inward  wounds,  being  of 
a  drying,  clenfing,  and  healing  fa¬ 
culty. 

Sqeiu.  Of  Squils.  See  Vinegar, 
and  Wine  of  Squils  in  the  Com¬ 
pounds. 

Of  pipers  graft.  The  root  cheers 
the  heart,  and  {Lengthens  the  vital 
fpirits,  relifts  poyfon,  helps  pafllons 
and  tremblings  of  the  Heart,  faint- 
nefs,  fadnefs,  and  Melancholly,  o- 
pens  ftoppings  of  tue  Livei  and 
Spleen,  provokes  the  Terms,  eafeth 
women  of  the  Fits  of  the .  Mo¬ 
thers,  and  helps  Swimmings  in  the 
Head. 

Of  Hartwort.  The  Roots  pro¬ 
voke  Urine,  helps  the  Falling-lick- 

nefs.  , 

Of  Sdrrets.  They  are  hot  and 
moift,  of  good  nourilhment,  fom- 
thing  windy,  as  all  Roots  are  ;  by 
reafon  of  which,  they  provoke  Luft, 
they  ftir  up  Appetite,  and  provoke 
Urine. 

Spina  alba ,  Bedeguar.  I  lcaice 
know  what  Name  to  give  it,  that  wil 
pleafe.  OurEnglifh,  both  phyliti- 
ans  and  Apothecaries,  cal  that  ball 
of  tilted  that  grows  upon  the  Bryais, 
Bedeguar  ;  but  the  Arabians  called 
our  Ladies  Thirties  by  that  Name  ; 
the  roots  of  which  are  drying  and 
binding,ftops  fluxes,  bleeding,  takes 
away  cold  fwellings,  and  eafes  the 
pains  of  the  Teeth. 

Stinking  Gladon,  a  kind  of  Flower- 
de-luce,  called  fo  for  its  unfavory 
fmel  :  It  is  hot  and  dry  in  the  third 
degree;  outwardly  they  help  the 
Kinos  Evil,  foften  hard  fwellings, 
draws  outbroken  bones  :  inwardly 
taken  they  help  Convullions,  Rup¬ 
tures,  Bruifes ,  Infirmities  of  the 
Lungs. 

QiTanfic-  The  Root  eaten,  is  a 
finoular  remedy  for  the  Gout  :  the 
Rich  may  beftow  the  coft  to  prefeive 

Of  Torment’d.  A  kind  of  Smkfoil; 
dry  in  the  third  degree,  but  moder¬ 
ately  hot ;  exceeding  good  in  Pefti- 
lences,  provokes  fwear,  ftaies  Vo¬ 
miting,  cheers  the  Heart ,  expels 
poyfon. 

Of  Throat-wort :  By  fome  called 
Canterbury  heist  by  fome  Coventry 
bels.  They  help  difeafes  and  Ulcers 
in  the  throat. 

Tripoli].  The  Roots  purgeth  flegm, 
ex  pel  poyfon. 

Turbhh.  The  Root  purgeth  flegm. 


(being  hot  in  the  third  degree)  chie¬ 
fly  from  the  exterior  parts  of  the  bo¬ 
dy  :  it  is  cone&ed  with  Ginger,  or 
Maftich.  Let  not  the  vulgar  be  too 
bufie  with  it. 

ViElorialis.  An  Outlandffh  kind 
ofGarlick.  They  fay,  being  huftg 
about  the  Neck  of  Cattel  that  ate 
blind  fuddenly,  it  helps  them  5  and 
defends  tiiofc  that  bear  it,,  from  evil 

S?1Mead-fiveet.  Cold  and  dry,  bin¬ 
ding,  flops  fluxes,  and  the  immo¬ 
derate  flowing  of  the  Terms  in  wo¬ 
men  :  you  may  take  a  dram  at  a 

time.  _. .  , 

Of  Zedoary,  or  Setwal.  This  and 

Zurumbet,  according  to  Rafis,  and 
Mcfue, are  all  one  ;  Avicenna  thinks 
them  different :  I  hold  with  Mcfue  ; 
indeed  they  differ  in  form,  for  the 
one  is  long!  the  other  round  j  they 
are  both  hot  and  city  in  the  fecond 
degree,  expel  wind,  refift  Poylon, 
flop  Fluxes,  and  the  Terms,  ftay  ■vo¬ 
miting,  help  the  Chollick,  and  kill 
Worms;  you  may  take  half  a  dram 
at  a  time. 

Of  Ginger,  Helps  digeftion,  warms 
the  ftotnach,  cleevs  the  fight,  and  is 
profitable  for  old  men,  heats  the 
ioynts,  and  therefore  is  profitable 
againft  the  Gout,  expels  Wind  ;  it  is 
hot  and  dry  in  the  third  degree. 


ARKS- 

OF  the  Roots  of  Smallage.  Take 
notice  here.  That  the  Barks 
both  of  this  Root,  as  alfo  of  Parfly, 
Fennel  &c.  is  all  that  of  the  Root 
which  is  in  ufe,-  neither  can  it  pro¬ 
perly  be  called  Bark,  for  it  is  all  the 
Root,  the  hard  pith  in  the  middle 
excepted,  which  is  alwaies  thrown 
away,  when  the  Roots  are  ufed.  It 
is  fomthing  hotter  and  drier  than 
Parfly,and  more  medicinal  ;  it  ogens 
'ftoppings,  provokes  Urine,  helps 
digeftion,  expels  wmd,  and  Warms 
a  ctoold  Stomach  :  ufe  them  like  Grafs 

R°Of  FJagcl.  The  rind  of  the  Tree 
provokes  Urine,  breaks  the  Stone  ; 
the  husks  and  fhels  of  the  Nuts,  dry¬ 
ed  and  given  in  Pouder,  ftay  the  im¬ 
moderate  Flux  of  the  Terms  mWo- 

Of  Orrenges.  Both  thefe,  and  alfo 
Lemmons  and  Citrons,  are  ^  differ¬ 
ent  qualities,  the  outward  baikyt^. 
what  looks  red,  is  hot  and  dry,  the 
white  is  cold  and  moift}  thejuyee 
colder  than  it,fthe  feeds  hot  and  dry ; 
the  outward  bark  is  that  which  here 
I  am  to  fpeak  to,  it  is  fom\vhat  hot¬ 
ter  than  that  either  of  Lemmons,  or 
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Citrons,  therefore  it  warms  a  cold 
ftomach  more,  and  expels  wind  bet¬ 
ter,  but  flrengthens  not  the  Heart  fo 
much.  i 

Barberries.  The  Rind  of  the  Tree 
according  to  Cluftus ,  being  fteeped 
in  Wine,  and  the  Wine  drunk,  purg- 
eth  Chcller,  and  is  a  fingular  reme¬ 
dy  for  the  yellow  Jaundice.  Boyl  it 
in  white  wine  and  drink  it.  See  the 
dirediions  at  the  beginning. 

Cajfia  Lignea  &c.  It  is  fom thing 
more  oyly  than  Cinnamon,  yet  the 
vertues  being  not  much  different,  I 
refer  you  thither. 

Of  C heft-nuts.  The  bark  of  the 
Cheftnut  Tree  is  dry  and  binding, 
and  flops  Fluxes. 

Cinnamon,  and  Cafjia  Lignea.  Are 
hot  and  dry  in  the  fecond  degree, 
flrengthens  the  ftomach  helps  di- 
geftion,  caufeth  a  fweet  breath,  re- 
lifts  poyfon,  provokes  Urine,  and 
the  Terms,  caufeth  fpeedy  delivery 
to  Women  in  Travel,  helps  Coughs 
and  Defluxious  of  Humors  upon  the 
Lungs,  Dropfies,  and  difficulty  of 
Urine.  In  Oyntments  it  takes  away 
red  pimples,  and  the  like  deformities 
from  the  Face.  There  is  fcarce  a 
better  remedy  for  women  in  labor, 
than  a  dram  of  Cinnamon  newly 
beaten  into  Pouder  and  taken  in 
white  Wine. 

Of  Pome  Citrons.  The  outward 
peel.  It  flrengthens  the  Heart,  refills 
poyfon,  amends  a  /linking  breath, 
helps  digeftion,  comforts  a  cold  fto¬ 
mach. 

Of  Beans.  Bean  Cods  (or  Pods,  as 
we  in  Sujjex  call  them)being  burned, 
the  afhes  are  a  fovereign  remedy  for 
aches  in  the  Joynts  ,  old  bmifes. 
Gouts,  and  Sciaticaes. 

Of  Fennel  Roots.  See  the  Roots, 
and  remember  the  obfervation  given 
inStnallage  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Barks. 

Of  the  B ark.  of  -/fjh  Tree  Roots. 
That  the  vertues  lies  only  in  the  Bark 
of  the  Roots,  I  fuppofe  it  to  be  only 
nicety :  But  the  bark  of  the  Tree, 
helps  the  Rickets,  is  moderatly  hot 
and  dry,  ftaies  Vomiting  ;  being 
burnt,  the  allies  made  into  an  Oynt- 
ment,  helps  Leprofie  and'' other  de¬ 
formity  of  the  skin,  eafeth  pains  of 
the  fpleen.  Y ou  may  lay  the  bark  in 
fleep  in  White  Wine  for  the  Rickets, 
and  when  it  hath  flood  fo  two  or 
three  daies,  let  the  difeafed  Child 
drink  flow  and  then  a  fpoonful  of  it. 

Of  Pomegranates.  Th e  rind  o r  p il  1, 
cools, and  forcibly  binds, ftaies  fluxes 
and  the  Terms  in  women,  helps  di- 
geftion,  firrengthens  weak  ftomachs, 
faftens  the  Teeth,  and  are  good  for 
fuch  whofe  gums  waff.  You  may 
take  a  dram  of  it  at  a  time  inwardly. 
Pomegranate  flowers  are  of  the  fame 
vertue. 

Of  green  Walnuts.  As  for  the  out¬ 
ward  green  bark  of  Walnuts,  Ifup- 
pofe  the  be  ft  time  to  take  them  is 


before  the  Walnuts  be  fhelled  at  all, 

and  then  you  may  take  Nuts  and  all 
(if  they  may  properly  be  called  Nuts 
at  fuch  a  time)you  Dial  find  them  ex¬ 
ceeding  comfortable  to  the  ftomach, 
they  relilc  poyfon,  and  are  a  moft 
excellent  prefervative  againft  the 
Plague,  inferior  to  none,-  they  are 
admirable  for  fuch  as  are  troubled 
with  Confumptions  of  the  Lungs, 
the  Rich  may  keep  them  prefer- 
ved  they  that  cannot  do  as  they 
Would,  muft  be  content  to  do  as  they 
may,  vig.  dry  them,  and  fo  keep 
them.  • 

Of  Lemmons.  The  outward  peel  is 
of  the  nature  of  Citron, but  helps  not 
fo  effectual ;  however  let  the  poor 
Country  man  that  cannot  get  the 
other,  ufe  this. 

Of  Alace.  It  is  hot  in  the  third 
degree,  flrengthens  the  ftomach  and 
hears  exceedingly  ,  and  helps  con- 
codlion. 

Aiaceris  &c.  It  is  held  to  be  the 
inner  Bark  of  Nutmeg-tree,  helps 
fluxes  and  fpitting  of  blood. 

Of  Parfley  floats  ;  opens  obftru&i- 
ons,  provokes  Urine  and  the  Terms, 
Warms  a  cold  Stomach,expels  wind, 
and  breaks  the  ftone,  ufe  them  as* 
Grafs  Roots,  and  take  out  the  inner 
pith  as  you  were  taught  in  Smalla<?e 
Roots. 

Pine^jh ticks,  or  Ffutfts.  I  fuppofe 
the  cones  that  hold  the  Seeds  ;  both 
thofe  and  alfo  the  Bark  of  the  Tree, 
flops  Fluxes,  and  helps  the  Lungs. 

Of  Oaf-T ree.  Both  the  bark  of  the 
Oak,  and  Acorn  Cups  are  drying 
and  cold,  binding,  flop  fluxes  and 
the  Terms,  as  alfo  the  running  of  the 
Reins,  have  a  care  how  you  ufe  them 
before  due  purging. 

QtCorft.  It  is  good  for  fomthing 
elfe  belides  to  flop  bottles  ;  being 
dry  and  binding,  ftancheth  blood, 
helps  fluxes,  efpecially  the  afoes  of 
it  being  burnt.  Panins. 

Of  Elder  Roots  and  Branches ;  purg- 
eth  water,  helps  the  Dropfie.  ^ 
The  middle  Bark  of  Tameris,  eaf¬ 
eth  the  Spleen,  helps  the  Ric¬ 
kets,  you  may  ufe  ‘them  as  Afh  Tree 
Bark. 

Of  Line-Tree.  Boyled,  the  water- 
helps  burnings. 

Oh  Elm.  Moderately  hot  and  clen- 
fng,  very  good  for  wounds,  burns, 
and  broken  bones,  nig.  Boyled  in 
water  and  the  grieved  place  bathed 
with  it.

Tobacco.  And  in  reciteing  the 
vertues  of  this  Herb,  I  will  follow 
C hifuis,  that  none  fhould  think  I  do 
it  without  an  Author,  It  is  hot  and 
dry  in  the  fecond  degree,  and  of  a 
clenfmg  nature  :  the  Leaves  warmed 
and  applied  to  the  Head,  are  excel¬ 
lent  good  in  *  inveterate  Head-aches 
[  *  K£ cpctKaea  I  kyiow  not  rvhat  better ' 
name  to  give  it.  Old.  Bead-aches,  con¬ 
tinual  Head-aches  :  takje'which  we  wild] 
and  Megrims,  if  the  Difeafes  come 
through  cold  or  wind,  change  them 
often  til  the  Difeafes  be  gone.  They 
help  fuch  whofe  Neck  be  ftiff  eafeth 
the  faults  of  the  Bread  :  Afthmaes  or 
Head-flegm  in  the  lappets  of  the 
Lungs  :  eafe  the  pains  of  the  Sto¬ 
mach  andwindineis  thereof :  being 
heat  hot  by  the  fire,  and  applied  hot 
to  the  fide,  they  loofen  the  belly,  and 
*  kill  worms  being  applied  uqto  it 
in  like  manner  :  this  I  finow  by  ex¬ 

perience,  even  where  many  other  medi- 
dir.es  have  failed.  ]  they  break  the 
•Rone  being  applied  in  like  manner  to 
the  region  of  the  bladder :  help  the 
'Rickets,  being  applied  to  the  belly 
and  Tides  :  applied  to  the  Navel, they 
give  prefent  eafe  to  the  fits  of  the 
Mother  :  they  take  away  cold  ach  in 
the  Joynts  applied  to  them  :  boyled, 
the  liquor  abfolutely  and  fpeedily 
cutes  Scabs  and  Itch:  neither  is  there 
any  better  falve  in  the  world  for 
wounds  then  maybe  made  of  it ;  for 


it  cleiifeth,  fetcheth  out  the  filth 
though  it  lie  in  the  bones,  brings  up 
the  Filth  from  the  bottom,  and  all 
this  it.  doth  fpeedily  :  it  cures 
j  wounds  made  with  poifoned  Wea- 
I  pbnsy-  and  for  (this  Clufius  brings 
J  many  experiences  too  tedious  here 
to  relate.  It  is  an  admirable  thing 
for  Carbuncles  and  Plague-fores, 
inferior  to  none :  green  wounds 
'twil  cure  in  a  trice  :  Ulcers  and 
Gangreens  very  fpeedily,  not  only  in 
men,  but  alfo  in  Beafts,  therefore 
the  Indians  dedicated  it  to  their  god. 
Taken  in  a  pipe  it  hath  almoft  as  ma¬ 
ny  vertues  ;  it  eafeth  wearinefs, 
takes  away  the  fence  of  hunger  and 
thirft,  provokes  to  ftool :  he  laith, 
the  Indians  will  Travel  four  daies 
without  either  meat  or  drink,  by  on¬ 
ly  chewing  a  little  of  this  [made  up 
like  a  Pill]  in  their  mouths  :  It  eaf¬ 
eth  the  body  of  fuperfluous  Humors, 
opens  hoppings.  Monardus  alfo 
confirms  this  judgment  j  and  indeed 
a  man  might  HI  a  whol  Volume  with 
the  vertues  of  it.  See  the  Oyntment 
of  Tobacco. 

Money-wort,  or  Herb  Two-ptnCe ; 
cold,  dry,  binding,'  helps  Fluxes, 
Ropes  the  Terms,  helps  Ulcers  in  the 
Lungs  5  outwardly  it  is  a  fpecial 
Herb  for  wounds. 

B a fil.  Hot  and  moift.  Simeon 
Sethi  faith  3  the  fmel  of  Bafil  is  good 
for  the  Head  ;  but  Hollerius  (and  he 
Ro  mean  Phyfitian  neither)  faith  the 
continual  fmel  of  it  hurts  the  brain, 
and  breeds  Scorpions  there,  and 
affirms  his  own  knowledg  of  it,  and 
that’s  the  reafon  (faith  he)  there  is 
fuch  an  Antipathy  between  it  and 
Rue,  which  I  am  confident  there  is  : 
the  truth  is,  it  will  quickly  putrifie, 
and  breed  worms.  Hollerius  faith, 
they  are  venemous,  and  that’s  the 
reafon  the  nam e  Bafilicon  was  given 
to  it.  The  beft  ufe  that  I  know  of  it, 
is,  it  gives  fpeedy  deliverance  to  wo¬ 
men  in  Travel.  Let  them  not  take 
above  half  a  dram  of  it  at  a  time  in 
pouder,  and  be  fine  alfo  the  birth 
be  ripe,  elfe  it  eafeth  abortion.

Origany  :  A  kind  of  wild  Marjo¬ 
ram;  hot  and  dry  in  the  third  degree, 
helps  the  bitings  of  venemous  beafts, 
fuch  as  have  taken  Opium,  Hem¬ 
lock,  or  Poppy,-  provokes  Urin, 
brings  down  the  Terms,  helps  old 
Coughs  ;  in  an  Oyntment  it  helps 
Scabs  and  Itch. 

Cynkfoyl :  very  drying,  yet  but 
meanly  hot,  if  at  all ;  helps  Ulcers 
in  the  mouth,  roughnefs  of  the 
Wind-pipe  (whence  conies  hoaifnefs

When  the  Melancholick  or  black- 
cholcrick  humor  is  turgent  and  vola¬ 
tile  and  EfFefts  chiefly  the  intemall 
Senfes,  fuch  Medicaments  as  thefe 
muft  be  warily  ufed,  left  in  going  a- 
bout  to  cure  a  melancholick  Man 
you  make  him  ftark  mad.  But  when 
the  Humor  is  more  pefant  and  fixt  & 
lefs  fpiritual,afFe&ing  the  Heart  with 
fadnefs  (  but  not  much  difturbfim 
thefancie  )  or  vexing  the  fides  with 
pains,  and  the  furface  of  the  Body 
with  pimples,rubies,  fcabs  8cc.

All  pain  is  caufedby  heat  or  dri- 
nefs,  or  both;  for  inoifture  feldom, 
unlefs  heat  be  joyned  with  it,caufeth 


Proper,  and  Improper  ;  Improper- 
Anodines  (  if  a  man  may  call  them 
Anodines  )  they  cal  Narcotkksy  for 
I  allure  you  if  crabbed  words  would 
cure  difeafes,  our  Phyfitians  would 
come  behind  none  in  the  world  :  the 
truth  is,  thefe  words  were  borrowed 
fro wfGaleny  and  are  Greek  words, 
Galen  writiting  in  his  Mother 
ongue,  they  were  underftood  well 
enough  there  ;  ours  retain  the  fame 
words,  only  to  blind  peoples  Eyes, 
that  fo  they  may  not  pry  into  the 
Myftery  of  their  Monopoly,  for  then 
all  the  fat  were  in  the  fire.  But  to 
proceed. 

Proper  Anodines,  are  eit  her  tem¬ 
perately  Hot,  or  temperately  Cold.

Oyl  of  Earth-worms,  Oyl  of  Elder, 
Wax ,  Turpentine,  Oyntment  of 
Marfhmallows,  Marti  atumy^Arregony 
Ryfumptivnm,  Oxycroceum. 

If  any  external  part  of  your  bo¬ 
dy  be  pained,  thefe,  or  any  of  thefe 
made  into  fomentations,  applied  to 
the  part  pained,  or  into  Pultifles,  or 
Oyls,or  Oyntments  by  adding  Hogs 
greafe,  or  Plaifters  by  adding  Wax, 
or  Rozin,  or  both  to  the  Oyntment; 
eafe  pain. 

But  if  together  with  the  pain  there 
\  beinflamation,  then  Anodines  of  a 
cooler  Nature  are  more  convenient, 
fuch  be  Oyl  Omphacine,  vi^.  Oyl  of 
Olives  prefled  from  them  before 
they  be  ripe,  Poppies,  Rofes,  Vio¬ 
lets,  pellito  i;y  of  the  wall,  Fleawort : 
thefe  or  any  of  thefe  made  into  Pul¬ 
tifles,  Oyls, Oyntments,  or  Plaifters, 
Oyntments,  of  Rofes,  Vnguentiwn  al¬ 
bum,  Populeon,  Eyjrigerans  Galeni , 
&c. 

Improper  Anodines,  ov  Narcoticks> 
which  you  pleafe,  are  Medicines  of 
another  nature,  and  fcarce  fir  lor  a 
vulgar  ufe  ;  till  they  have  learned 
moreskil  in  Phyfick  than  yet  they 
have  ;  yet  be  pleafed  to  confider, 
that  in  taking  away  pains  three 
things  are  to  be  confidered  :  The 
Caufe,  the  Pain/  the  Part  pained. 
To  thefe  areMedicines  appropriated, 
for  fomc  take  away  the  Caufe,  but 
thefe  belong  not  to  my  prefent 
fcope  ;  others  take  away  the  Pain, 
and  meddle  not  with  the  caufe,  as 
thofe  proper  Anodines  I  mentioned 
before :  and  feme  take  away  neither 
Caufe  nor  Pam,  but  only  ftupifie  the 
fences,  that  fo  it  cannot  be  felt. 
Thefe  are  to  be  ufed  with  abundance 
|  of  skil  and  diferetion,  and  never  but 
m  cafes  of  neceliity,when  the  pain  is 
fo  vehement  that  Nature  is  not  able 
to  bear  itj  or  a  Feaver  thereby  threat-

THe  Gre*ks  cal  thefe  Peptica.  the 
Latins  Maturantia.  We  had 
fome  talk  about  them  amongft  the 
fimples. 

Their  Office  is  by  natural  heat,  to 
bring  the  blood  and  luperfluous  hu¬ 
mors  into  matter,  to  help  nature  fo 
to  concodl  a  fuperfluous  humor,  that 
it  may  be  fit  to  be  call:  out,  to  ripen  it 
as  the  vulgar  proverb  is. 

Emplatticks  are  of  this  nature, 
which  we  treated  of  by  themfelves  in 
the  limples,  and  may  wel  be  reduced 
to  this  Head.-  For, 

Firit,  Some  clofe  the  pores  of  the 
Body,  and  fo  natural  heat  being  kept 
in  is  encreafed  ;  as  the  Sulphurioas 
vapors  being  kept  in  the  Cloud  turn 
to  real  Fire,  and  that  is  that  we  call 
Lightning ;  So  that  corruption  of  the 
body  being  kept  in  together,  putii- 
fies,  and  turns  to  matter. 

Of  this  number  (  for  before  we 
told  you  W_hat  Emplafticks  were  in 
general,  now  we  tel  you,  what  par¬ 
ticulars  are  Emplafticks,  and  a  little 
ingenuity  will  find  out  more,  by 
viewing  the  qualities  of  thefe )  of  this 
number  I  fay,artMallows,Marfhmal- 
lows,  yolks  ofEgs,  Turpentine,  Ho¬ 
ney,  Amoniacum,  Galbanum.Labda- 
num,  Frankincenfe,  liquid  Scyrax. 

Secondly,  As  the  former  forced 
nature  to  do  the  work,  fo  thefe  help 
nature  in  ir,  the  former  did  it  per  Ac¬ 
cident,  thefe  per  fe,  viz.  They  are 
friendly  to  nature,  and  confpire  to¬ 
gether  with  it  to  bring  the  fuper- 
Piuous  matter  to  form ;  yea,  to  luch 
a  form  as  may  be  caft  out,  and  the 
body  affli&ed  may  there-by  be  eafed. 

Such  fimples  are ,  Marfh-mallow- 
Roots,  white  Lilly,  roots  (  which  is 
thebeft  internal  Medicines  of  Ga- 
lens  Method,  which  I  know  for  fuch 
an  ufe,  for  you  mull  note.  That  I 
chiefly  fpeak  of  external  Medicines 
now  )  Wheat,  and  Barley,  and  malt 
Flower  ;  Linfeed,  Fenugreek  feed, 
Brank  Urline,  or  Bears-breech,  Figs, 
Raifons,  Currance,  Dates,  Sic. 

As  for  Compounds,  I  Ural  not  ufe 
any  diftinction  between  them,  they 
that  do  one  may  happily  do  both  to¬ 
gether,  there  are  befides  Compounds 
lhade  of  thefe  (  let  me  not  forget 
Oyls  of  Lillies,  becaufc  Ifancy  it  ) 
Ungitentum  Bafilicon,  Diachvlon 
limplex.  Diachylon  magnum,  Dia¬ 
chylon  cum  Gnnimi,  a  Plaifter  of  mu¬ 
cilages,  your  own  genius,  if  it  be  not 
dul,  wil  fute  you  with  more.

They  muft  al  be  dry,yet  fo  as  there  " 
muft  not  be  a  difference  in  their  dri- 
nefs  ;  for  if  the  Ulcer  happen  in  a 
dry  part  of  the  body,  the  Sarcotick 
muft  be  very  dry,  and  therefore  fome 
of  them  are  drying  even  to  the  fourth 
degree  :  but  if  the  part  of  the  body 
where  they  happen  be  moift,  you 
muft  ufe  Incarnatives,  (  or  Sarco- 
ticks,  which  you  pleafe  to  call  them 
by  )  that  are  lefs  drying.

THefe  the  Greeks  call  Epnlotica ,

.  though  the  greater  half  ofthe  Nation 
know  not  what  the  word  Scarifying 
means.

Medicines. 

T  he  way  of  preparing  Fats. 

TAke  of  frefh  Fats,  the  Veins, 
firings,  and  skins  being  taken 
away,'  wafh  them  fo  often  in  fair  wa- 
,  ter  till  they  be  no  longer  bloody  i 
then  beat  them  wei,  and  melt  them  in 
a  double  veflel, ftrain  them,  and  pour 
off  the  water,  keep  it  in  a  glafs  in  [a 
cold  place  ;  it  wil  endures  yeer. 

So  alfo  is  prepared  Marrow  taken 
out  of  frefh  bones,  efpecially  in  Au¬ 
tumn. 

The  burning  of  Brafs, 

Lay  flakes  of  Brafs  in  an  earthen 
\eflel,  interpofing  Sait  or  Brimftone 
between  each  of  them,  fo  lay  flake 

upon  flake,  bum  them  fufficiently, 
and  wafh  the  afhes  with  warm  water 
til  they  befwect.

Put  as  much  Aloes  in  Pouder  in  a 
glafs  as' you  wil,  putting  a  fufficient 
quantity  of  wa*m  water  to  it,  that  it 
may  overtop  it  two  or  three  fingers 
thicknefs,  ftirring  it  about  with  a 
fpatule,  sthat  the  purer  part  of  the  A- 
loes  may  be  mixed  with  the  water  ;

Heat  it  red  hot  three  times  in  the 
fire,  and  quench  it  as  often  in  Plan- 
tane  and  Rofe  water,  and  at  laft  le¬ 
vigate  it  upon  a  Marble,  and  with 
the  fame  waters  make  it  into  Balls. 


Thewajbingof  Lime. 

Bruife  Quick-lime,  put  it  in  a  pan, 
and  mix  it  with  fweet  water,  and 
when  it  is  fetled  to  the  bottom, 
change  the  water,  and  mix  it  again  , 
do  fo  feven  or  eight  times,  flitting  it 
every  time  ;  at  laft,  do  it  with  Rofe 
water,  and  dry  the  Lime.

Thke  of  Euphorbium  purged  from 
the  Drofs,  andpoudered,  put  it  in  a 
glafs,  and  put  fo  great  a  quantity  of 
J tiyce  of  Lemmons  to  it,  that  it  may 
overtop  it  three  or  four  fingers  j  then 
place  them  in  a  hot  bath,  til  the  Eu¬ 
phorbium  be  diflolved  in  the  juyee, 
ftrain  it  through  a  rag  :  place  it  in  a 
bath  again,  and  evaporate  away  the 
Juyee,"  and  keep  the  Euphorbium  for 
ufe.

The  preparation  of  Lapis  Lazuli. 

Let  Lapis  Lazuli  being  beaten  in¬ 
to  very  fine  pouder, be  fo  often  wattl¬ 
ed  in  water,  continually  ftirring  it, til 
the  water  (  after  walhing  )  remain 
cleer,  without  any  other  taft  then  its 
own. 

The, preparation  of  Litharge . 

Let  the  Litharge  be  ground  into 
very  fine  pouder  in  a  mortar,  then 
pour  cleer  water  upon  it,  and  ftir  it 
up  and  down  til  it  be  troubled  and 
thick,  then  pour  off  that  water  inco 
another  velfel,  and  put  m  frelh  wa¬ 
ter  to  the  pouder  of  the  ftone,  ftir 
that  up  and  down  till  it  be  thick, and 
pour  that  water  off  to  the  former : 
do  this  fo  often  til  nothing  but  drofs 
remains  in  the  Mortar,  the  thinner 
fubftance  being  all  mixed  with  the 
Water  you  poured  off,  let  that  ftand 
and  fettle,  fo  wil  the  pure  Litharge 
romain  in  the  bottom,pour  the  water 
off  gently,  dry  the  Litharge,  and 
grind  it  upon  a  Marble  fo  long  til  no 
narfhnefs  can  be  difeerned  in  it  by 
your  tongue. 

The  preparation  of  Earth-worms. 

Slit  them  in  the  middle,  and  wafh 

them  fo  often  in  white  wine  till  they 
be  clenfed  from  their  impurity,  then 
dry  them,  and  keep  them  for  your 
ufe. 

The  preparation  of  Sows,  or  Wood-lice.

Take  of  Wood-lice  as  many  as  you 
Will,  wafh  them  very  clean  in  pure 
white  Wine,  then  put  them  in  a  new 
glazed  pot,  which  being  fhut  clofe 
put  into  a  hot  Oven,  that  fo  they 
may  be  dried  with  a  moderate  heat 
to  be  beaten  into  pouder. 

The  manner  of  preparing  Oeftpus. 

Take  of  Wool  unclenfed  which 
was  taken  off  from  the  Neck,  Ribs, 
and  Shoulder-pits  of  the  Sheep,  put 
it  into  warm  w  ater  often  times,  and 
wafh  it  diligently  till  all  the  fatnefs 
be  come  oft  from  it  into  the  water  j 
afterwards  prefs  it  out,  and  lay  it  by, 
then  pour  that  fat  and  filthy  water 
out  of  one  velfel  into  another,  hold- 
in  the  veffel  on  high,  pouring  and 
repouring  til  it  be  frothy  ;  let  the 
froath  fettle,  then  take  away  the  fat 
that  fwims  on  the  top,  pour  and  re¬ 
pour  it  as  before  till  it  be  froathy, 
then  again  take  away  the  fat  that 
fwims  at  the  top  j  dofo,  fo  often  til 
no  more  froath  appear,  nor  fat  fwim 
at  top  ;  then  take  the  fat,  with  the 
froath, and  wafh  it  up  and  down  with 


your  hand  in  cleer  water,  fo  often 
and  fo  long  till  the  filth  be  wafhed 
from  it,  which  may  be  known  by  the 
water  remaining  cleer,  and  the  fat 
being  tafted  do  not  bite  your  tongue.

HErbs,  Plants,  and  other  Medi¬ 
cines  manifeftly  operate, either 
by  Heat,  Goldnefs,  Drinefs,  or  Moi- 
fture,  for  the  world  being  compofed 


offo  many  qualities,-  they  and  only 
they  can  be  found  in  the  world,  and 
the  mixtures  of  them  one  with  ano¬ 
ther. 

But  that  thefe  may  appear  as  cleer 
as  the  Sun  when  it  is  upon  the  Meri¬ 
dian,  I  fhal  treat  of  them  feverally, 
and  in  this  Order.

Of  Medicines  Temperate. 

If  the  World  be  compofed  of  Ex- 
treams,  then  it  afis  by  Extreams,  for 
as  the  man  is,  fo  is  his  work  :  there¬ 
fore  it  is  impoffible  that  any  Medi¬ 
cine  can  be  temperate,  but  may  be 
reduced  to  Heat,  Cold,  Drinefs,  or 
Moifture,  and  moll  oderate  (  I  mean 
fuch  as  operate  by  manifeft  Equality  ) 
by  one  of  thefe,  bccaufe  there  is  no 
other  to  operate  by,  and  that  there 
lhould  be  fuch  a  Temperate  mixture, 
fo  exquilitely.of  thefe  qualities  in  a- 
ny  Medicine-, that  one  of  them  lhould 
not  manifeftly  excell  the  other,  I 
doubt  it  is  a  Syfteme  too  rare  to 
find. 

Thus  then  I  conclude  the  matter  to 
be,  Thofe  Medicines  are  called'Tem- 
perate  (not  becaufe  they  have  no  ex- 
cefsof  Temperature  at  all  in  them  ) 
which  can  neither  be  faid,  to  heat 
nor  cool  fo  much  as  will  amount  to 
the  firft  degree  of  cxcefs,for  daily  ex¬ 
perience  witneffeth  that  they  being 
added  to  Medicines  change  not  then- 
qualities,  they  make  them  neither 
hotter  nor  colder. 

Their  Vfe.  They  are  ufed  in  fuch 
Difeafes  where  is  no  manifeft  diftem- 
per  of  the  firft  qualities,  viz;  Heat 
and  Cold :  For  Example  $  In  Ob-: 
ftru&ion  of  the  Bowels,  where  cold 
medicines  might  make  the  Obftrufti- 
on  greater,  and  hot  Medicines  caufe 
aFeaver. 


In  Feavers  of  Flegtn,  where  the 
caufe  is  cold  and  moift,and  the  effeff 
hot  and  dry  j  in  fuch,  life  temperate 
Medicines  which  may  neither  eii- 
creafe  the  Feaverby  their  heat,'  nor 
condenfate  the  Flegm  by  their  cold- 
nefs. 

Befides,  Becaufe  Contraries  are 
taken  away  by  their  Contraries,  and 
every  Like  maintained  by  its  Like  ; 
they  are  of  great  ufe,  to  u  refer  ve  the 
Conftitution  oi  the  body  temperate, 
and  the  Body  it  felf  in  ftrength  and 
vigor,  and  may  be  ufed  without  dan¬ 
ger,  or  fear  of  danger,  by  confidermg 
what  part  of  the  Body  is  weak,  ana 
ufing  fuch  temperate  Medicines  as 
are  appropriated  to  that  Part. 

Of  Medicines  Hot. 

The  care  of  the  Antient  Phyfitians 
was  fuch  that  they  did  not  labor  to 
hide  from,  but  impart  to  Pofteriry, 
not  only  the  temperature  of  Medici¬ 
nes  in  general,  but  alfo  their  degrees 
in  temperature,  that  fo  the  di tempe¬ 
red  part  may  be  brought  to  its  tem- 
peratureiand  no  furtheiqfor  al  things 
which  af-e  of  a  contrary  temperature, 
conduce  not  to  cure,but  the  ftrength 
of  the  contrariety  muft  be  obferved, 
that  fo  the  Medicine  may  be  neither 
weaker  nor  ftronger,than  juft  to  take 
away  the  diftemper;  for  if  the  diftern- 
per  be  but  meanly  hot,  and  you  ap¬ 
ply  a  Medicine  cold  in  the  fourth  de¬ 
gree,  fti  s  true  you  may  foon  remove 
that  diftemper  of  heat,  and  bring  a- 
nother  of  cold  twice  as  bad.  Galen* 
defimp.  med.fdcul.  lih.

The  giving  then  of  cold  Medicines 
to  a  man  in  his  Natural  temper,  the 
feafon  of  the  year  alfo  being  but  mo¬ 
derately  hot,  exCinguifheth  Natural 
heat  in  the  body  ofrMah. 

Yet  have  thefe  a  neceffary  ufe  hi 
them  too,  though  not  fo  frequent  as 
hot  Medicines  have;  and  that  may 
be  the  reafon  why  the  All-wife  Gorl 
hath  furnifhed  us  with  far  more  hot 
Herbs  and  Plants,  Sec.  than  cold.

Of  Moifining  Medicines. 


There  can  be  no  fuch  difference 
found  amongft  Moifining  Medicines, 
that  they  fhould  furpafs  the  fecontl 
degree.  For  feeing  al  Medicines  are 
either  hot  or  cold  j  neither  heat  noi 
cold,  feeing  they  are  extreams,  can 
confift  with  moiilure,  for  the  one 
dries  it  up,  ithe  other  condenfates  it* 

Vfe.  Phylofophers  therefore  call 
moiilure  and  drinefs,  pafftve  quali¬ 
ties,  yet  have  they  their  operation 
likewife  ;  for  moift  Medicines  lemfie 
and  make  flippery,  eafe  the  Cough, 
and  help  the  roughnefs  of  the  throat. 
Thefe  operations  are  proper  to  medi¬ 
cines  moift  in  the  firft  Degree. 

^  Thofe  which  are  moil  ter,  take  a- 
vvay  Natural  ftrength,  helps  the 
fharpnefs  of  humors,  make  botn 
blood  and  fpirits  thicker,  loofeth  the 
belly,  and  fit  it  for  .purgation. 

The  immoderate  or  mdifcreet  u(e 
nfrhetnduls  the  Body,  and  makes  it 


The  ufe  then  of  drying  Medicines, 
is  only  to  fuch  Bodies,  and  parts  of 
the  Body,  as  abound  with  moiilure  ; 
in  which  oblerve  thefe  Rules  : 

i .  If  the  moifture  be  not  extream, 
let  not  the  Medicine  be  extream  dry- 
i  ing. 

I  2.  Let  it  be  proper  to  the  part  of 
the  Body  affliaed  ;  for  if  the  Liver 
be  affli&e'dby  moifture,  and  you  go 
about  to  dry  the  Brain  or  Heart,  you 
may  fooner  kill  than  cure. 

Thus  have  we  briefly  ffpoken  of  the 
firft  Qualtities  of  Medicines,  and  in 
^  the  general  only,  and  but  briefly,  be- 
caufe  we  fhal  alwaies  touch  upon 
them  in  the  Expohtion  of  the  other 
Qualities,  in  which  you  muft  alwaies 
have  an  eye  to  thefe.

Of  drying  Medicines. 

Drying  Medicines  have  contrary 
Faculties  to  thefe,  viz.  Toconlume 
moifture,  flop  fluxes,  -and  make  luch 
parts  dry  as  are  flippery,  they  make 
the  Body  and  Members  firm,  when 
they  are  weakened  by  too  much  moi¬ 
ilure,  that  fo  they  may  perform  then- 
proper  funftions. 

Yet  although  the  Members  be 
ftrengthned  bv  drying  medicines, 
they  have  notwithftandmg  their  own 
proper  Moifture  in  them,  which 
ought  to  oe  conferved,  and  not  de- 
flroyed,  for  without  it  they  cannot 
confift  :  If  then  this  moifture  be  con- 
fumed  by  ufing,  or  rather  over-ufe  of 
drying  Medicines,  the  Members  can 
neither  be  nourifhed,nor  yet  perform 
their  proper  adlions. 

Such  Medicines  as  are  dry  in  the 
third  Degree,  being  unadvifedly  gi¬ 
ven,  hinder  the  parts  of  the  Body 
they  are  appropriated  to,  of  their 
Nourifhment,  and  by  that1  means 
brings  them  into  Confumptiom 

Befides,There  is  a  certain  moifture 
in  the  Body  of  Man,  which  is  called 
Practical  moijiure,  which  being  taken 
away,  the  parts  muft  needs  die,  fee¬ 
ing  natural  heat  and  life  alfo  confifts 
in  it,  and  this  may  be  done  by  too 
frequent  ufe  of  medicines  dry  in  the 
fourth  degree  :  And  it  may  be  this 
.  was  the  reafon  of  Galen  his  writing, 
That  things  dry  in  the  fourth  degree, 
muft  of  neceflity  burn  ;  which  is  an 
effeft  of  heat,  and  not  of  drinefs, un- 
lefs  by  Burning,  Galen  means  confu* 
ming  the  Radical  moiftwre. 


ANtient  Phyfitians  alfo  kept  a  j 
grievous  Racket  about  this,  j 
fome  denying  any  fpecificall  venues  ; 
at  al  in  Medicines,  or  any  congruity  j 
to  certain  parts  of  the  Bosy,but  were  j 
of  Opinion,  that  fuch  as  flrengthen 
the  Head,  muft  needs  flrengthen  the 
Bowels,  and  al  other  parts  ot  the  Bo¬ 
dy,  by  the  fame  Rule  :  Becaufe  being 
ignorant  of  the  influence  of  the  hea¬ 
vens,  they  would  give  no  Realon  for 
the  contrary  "■  and  fo  whatlcjevei  is 
obnoxious  to  one  part  of  the  Body, 
muft  needs  be  obnoxious  to  all  the 
reft,  by  the  fame  Rule. 

Others  hold  them  to  be  appropri¬ 
ated  to  the  particular  parts  of  the 
Body,  by  an  hidden  poperty  as  they 
cal  it,  becaufe  their  ignorance  in  A- 
ftronomy  knew  not  what  to  make  of 
it,  or  how  the  Medicines  operated, 
and  their  experience  teftifying  that 
they  had  diftinft  operations  upon  di- 
ftinft  parts  of  the  Body. 

Others  have  labored  to  find  out  a 
middle  way  between  both  thefe,  and 
and  they  hold  that  what  Medicines 
flrengthen  one  part  ot  the  Body, muft 
needs  in  fome  meafure,  (Lengthen  al 
the  reft,  yet  fo  as  that  it  is  peculiarly 
appropriated  to  that  part  oftue  boay 
which  it  (Lengthens  ;  &  their  reafon 
is,  Becaufe  the  (ubflance  of  the  Medi¬ 
cine  agrees  with  the  fubftance  of  that 
pavtof  the  body  which  it  ftrepgthens, 
&  every  one  almoft  that  hath  butWit 
enough  to  eat  an  Eg,  knows  that  the 
fubftance  of  all  Parts  of  the  Body  are 
not  alike.  This  argument  hath  fome 
weight  in  it,  though  in  my  Opinion, 
it  falls  a  little  too  low  j  for  it  is  a  cer¬ 
tain  truth,  The  Sympathy  and  Anti- , 


Chap.  x.  Of  Medicines  appropria¬ 
te)  the  Head. 

BY  [Head]  is  ufually  uuderftood 
al  that  part  of  the  Body  which  is 
between  the  top  of  the  Crown,  and 
the  uppermoftjoynt  of  the  Neck;  yet 
are  thofe  Medicines  properly  called 
Cephaiical, which  are  appropriated  to 
the  Brain,  not  to  the  Eyes,  Eears,nor 
Teeth  ;  neither  are  thofe  Medicines 
which  are  proper  to  the  Ears,  proper 
alio  to  the  Eyes  ;  therefore  (  my  in¬ 
tent  being  to  write  as  plain  as  I  can) 

J  (Lai  fubdivide  this  Chapter  into 
theie  parts. 

Medicines  appropriated

For  what  Medicines  are  appropri¬ 
ated  to  an  unruly  Tongue,  is  not  in 
my  prower  at  prefent  to  determin. 

Of  Medicines  appropriated  to 
the  Brain. 

Before  we  treat  of  Medicines  ap¬ 
propriated  to  the  Brain, it  is  requifite 
that  we  deferibe  what  the  nature  and 
affeflion  of  the  Brain  is. 

The  brain  which  is  the  feat  of  Ap- 
prehenfion,  judgment,  and  Memory, 
the  Original  of  Seriee  and  Motion,  is 
by  Nature  temperate,  and  if  fo,  than 
you  wil  grant  me  that  it  may  eafily 
be  affiifted  both  by  Heat  and  old, 
and  it  is  indeed  more  lubjcdl  to  affli¬ 
ctions  by  either  of  them,  than  any  o- 
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thet*  part  of  the  body*  for  it  it  bea- 
Aided  by  Heat,  Sence  and  Reafoft, 
are  immoderatly  moved,  if  by  cold 
they  langui(li,and  are  dulled,  to  pafs 
by  other  Symptoms  which  invade 
the  head,  if  the  Brain  be  altered  from, 
its  proper  temper. 

Alfo  this  is  peculiar  to  the  Brain, 
that  it  is  delighted  or  offended  by 
fmels,  lights,  and  founds :  but  I  fhal 
meddle  no  further  with  thefe  hire, 
becaufc  they  are  not  Medicines.  ' 
Cephalical  medicines  may  be  found 
out  from  the  Affe&ions  of  the  Brain 
jtfelf.  The  Brain  is  ufually  oppre. 
tfed  with  moifture  in  fuch  afflidions ; 
therefore  give  fuch  Medicines  as  ve¬ 
ry  gently  warm,  clenfe,  cut,  and  dry  : 
But  withal,  let  them  be  fuch  as  are 
appropriated  to  the  Head,  fuch  as 
Phyfitians  fay[by  an  hidden  quality] 
ftrengthen  the  Brain. 

Again,  if  you  confider  the  fcitua- 
tion  of  the  Brain, you  fhal  find  it  pla¬ 
ced  in  the  higheft  part  of  the  body, 
therefore  it  is  eafily  afflided  with  hot 
vapors  :  this  punifheth  a  man  with 
watchings  andhead-ach,  as  the  for¬ 
mer  did  with  fottifhnefs  and  ileepi- 
»iefs  i  in  fuch  cafes  ufe  fuch  Cepha- 
lickj  as  gently  cool  the  Brain. 

To  make  Ccphalicks  of  Narcoticky , 
orftupifying  Medicines,  is  not  my 
intent,  for  "lam  confident  they  are 
inimical  both  to  Brain  and  Senfes. 1 
Of  thefe,  and  fuch  Medicines  alfo  as 
purge  the  brain,  Ifhalfpeak  by  and 
by.  To  return  to  my  purpofe. 

Some  Cephalick*  purge  the  brain, 
fome  heat  it,  fome  cool  it,  fome 
ftrcngthen  it ;  but  how  they  perform 
this  Office  peculiarly  to  the  Brain, 
moft  Phyfitians  confefs  they  could 
neither  comprehend  by  Reafon,  nor 
defcnbe  by  Precepts,  only  thus  they 
do  it  by  an  hidden  quality,  either  by 
[Lengthening  the  Brain,  thereby  de¬ 
fending  it  from  Difeafes,  or  by  a  cer¬ 
tain  Antipathy  between  than  and 
the  Difeafes  incident  to  the  brain. 

Laftly,  For  the  ufe  of  Cephalic^-, 
obfervc,  if  the  brain  be  much  affli- 
ded;y6u  cannot  wel  fttengffien  it  be¬ 
fore  you  have  purged  it,  neither  can 
you  wel  purge  the  brain  before  you 
have  clenfedfihe  reft  of  the  body,it  is 
fo  fubjed  to  receive  the  vapors  up  to 
it ;  give  cooling  Cephaljcks,  when 
the  brain  is  too  hot,  and  hot  Cepha. 
licks  when  it  is  too  cold. 

Beware  of  ufin*  cooling  Medi¬ 
cines  to  the  brain  when  theL'rifis  of  a 
Difeafe  is  neer  :  How  that  time  may 
be  known,  I  fhal  (  God  affifting  me) 
inftriid  you  hereafter,  I  cannot  do  al 
things  at  one  time ;  let  it  ftiffiee  now, 
that  according  as  the  Difeafe  afflid- 
ihg  your  Head  is,  fo  let  your  remedy 
be. 

Of  Medicines  appropriated  to 
the  Eyes. 

Take  fuch  medicines  as  arc  appro¬ 
priated  to  the  Eyes  under  the  Name 


of  [  Ocular  Medicines  ]  I  do  it  partly 
to  avoid  multiplicity  of  Words,  and 
partly  to  inftrud  my  Country  men  in 
the  terms  of  Art  belonging  to  Phy- 
fick,  (  I  would  have  called  them 
[  Ophthalmicky  ]  had  not  the  word 
bin  troublefom  to  the  reading,  much 
more  to  the  underftanding  of  a  coun¬ 
try  man  )  as  I  even  now  called  fuch 
Medicines  [  Cephalic ky  ]  as  were  ap¬ 
propriated  to  the  Brain. 

Ocular  Medicines  are  two-fold, 
viz.  fuch  as  are  referred  to  the  vifive 
Vertues,  and  fuch  as  are  referred  to 
the  Eyes  themfelves. 

Such  as  ftrengthen  the  Vifive  Ver- 
tue  or  the  Optick  Nerves  which  con¬ 
vey  it  to  the  Eyes  (  fay  Dodors  )  do 
it  by  an  hidden  vertue,  into  the  rea-j 
fon  of  which  no  man  can  dive,junlefs 
they  fhould  fetch  it  from  the  Simili-I 
tude  of  the  fubftance  :  And  yet  they  j 
fay  a  Goats  Liver  conduceth  much 
to  make  one  fee  in  the  night,  and 
they  give  this  Reafon, Bccaufe  Goats 
fee  as  wel  in  the  night  as  in  the  day. 
Yetis  there  no  affinity  in  tempera¬ 
ture  nor  fubftance  between  the  liver 
and  the  eyes  :  However  Aftrologers 
know  well  enough  that  al  Herbs, 
Plants,  &c.  that  are  under  the  Do¬ 
minion  of  either  Sun  or  Moon,  and 
appropriated  to  the  Head,  be  they 
hot  or  cold  they  ftrengthen  the  Vi¬ 
five  Vertue,  as  Eye-bright,  which  is 
hot  ;  Lmarix  or  Moonwort,  which 
is  cold. 

As  for  what  appertains  to  the,con- 
ftitution  of  the  Eyes  themfelves,  fee¬ 
ing  they  are  exad  in  fence,  they  will 
not  endure  the  leaft  inconvenience, 
therefore  fuch  Medicines  as  are  out¬ 
wardly  applied  to  them  ( for  fuchf 
Medicines  as  ftrengthen  the  Vifive 
Vertues  are  all  given  inwardly  )  let* 
them  neither  hurt  by  their  hardnefs 
nor  gnawing  quality, nor  be  fo  tough ; 
that  they  fhould  ftick  to  them.There-  J 
fore  let  Ocular  Medicines  be  neither  j 
in  Pouders  nor  Oyjitments,  becaufe 
oyl  it  felf  is  offenfive  to  the'eyes,and  j 
how  pleafing  Pouders  are  to  them, \ 
you  may  perceive  your  felf  by  but 
going  into  the  drift. 

Medicines  appropriated  to  the 
Mouth  andyfofe' 

Apply  no  ftinking  Medicine  to  a 
difeafe  in  the  Nofe,  for  fuch  offend 
not  only  the  nofe,  but  alfo  the  brain; 
neither  adminifter  Medicines  of  any 
il  taft  to  a  Difeafe  in  the  Mouth,  for 
that  fubverts  the  Stomach,  becaufe 
the  tunicle  of  the  Mouth  and  of  the 
Stomach  is  the  fame  :  And  becaufe 
both  mouth  and  noftrils  are  waies  by 
which  the  Brain  is  clenfed ;  there¬ 
fore  are  they  infeded  with  fuch  dif¬ 
eafes  as  need  almoft  continual  clcn- 
fing,-and  let  the  Medicines  you  apply 
to  them  be  cither  pieafanr,  cr  at  leaft, 
not  ingrarefhff, 


Mtdicinot  appropriated  to  the  Ears. 

The  Ears  are  eafily  afflided  by 
Cold, becaufe  they  are  alwaies  open, 
therefore  they  require  hot  medicines. 
And  becaufe  they  are  of  themfelves 
very  dry,  therefore  they  require  Me¬ 
dicines  which  dry  much. 

Medicines  appropriated  to  the  Teeth. 

Vehement  heat,  and  vehement 
cold,  are  enemies  to  the  Teeth,  but 
they  are  mod  of  al  offended  by  [harp 
and  four  things,  and  the  reafon  is, 
becaufe  they  have  neither  Skin  nor 
Flefh  to  cover  them.  They  delight  in 
fuch  Medicines  as  are  clenfing  and 
binding,  becaufe  they  are  troubled 
with  Defluxions  and  Rheums  upon 
every  light  occafion  ;  and  that’s  the 
reafon  tne  common  ufe  of  fat  and 
fWeet  things,  foon  rots  the  Teeth. 

Chap.  2.  Of  Medicines  appropria* 
ted  to  the  Breaji  and  Lungs. 

THe  Medicines  appropriated  to 
the  Bread:  and  Lungs,  you  fhall 
find  called  al  along  by  the  Name  of 
\_peElorttls]  that’s  the  term  Phyfitians 
give  them,  when  you  hear  them  talk 
ofPedoral  Syrups,  Pedoral  Rows, 
or  Pedoral  Oyntments,  Dow  you 
know  their  Ufe. 

They  are  divers,  fome  of  which  re¬ 
gard  the  part  afflided,  others  the 
matter  affliding. 

But  although  fometimes  in  ulcers 
of  the  Lungs  we  are  forced  to  ufe 
binding  Medicines,  to  joyn  the  ulcer, 
yet  are  not  thefe  called  Pedorals,be- 
canfe  binding  medicines  are  extream 
hurtful  to  the  Breaft  and  Luugs,both 
becaufe  they  hinder  ones  [etching 
his  breath,and  alfo  becaufe  they  hin¬ 
der  the  avoiding  that  fiegm  by  which 
the  Breaft  is  oppreffed. 

Such  Medicines  are  called  Pedo- 
rals,  which  are  of  a  *  Ienifying  Na¬ 
ture,  [  *  The  next  Scdion  will  in¬ 
ftrud  you  in  the  term]  for  by  their 
operation  is.  the  breath  the  eafier  fet¬ 
ched,  and  what  flicks  to  the  Stomach 
the  eafier  fpit  out. 

Neither  yet  is  the  way  or  manner 
of  provoking  this  fame  fpitting,  al¬ 
waies  one  and  the  fame;for  fomtimes 
the  matter  is  fo  thin  that  it  cannot  be 
caft  up  by  the  motion  of  the  Lungs, 
but  it  flips  befides.Again,Somtimes  it 
is  fo  thick  that  it  cannot  be  caft  out 
by  the  narrow  Arteries  of  the  Lungs. 
Thefe  then  are  the  genuine  operati¬ 
ons  of  Pedorals,  vi^.  Some  to  make 
the  thin  matter  thicker,  others  to 
make  the  thick  matter  thinner. 

Befides,  Thofe  which  make  thin 
matter  thicker  are  of  two  forts,  i>h ;• 
Some  are  mild  and  gentle,which  may 
fafely  be  adminiftred,  be  the  matter 
hot  or  cold  which  offendeth  (the  de-

When  the  retentive  Faculty  is  fpoi- 
led  the  Sotnach  is  not  able  to  retain 
the  Food  til  it  be  digefted,  but  either 
vomits  it  up  again,  or  caufeth  fluxes. 

Such  Medicines  then  as  remedy  al 
thefe,  are  called  ftomachicals.  And

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i.  Such  as  provoke  Appetite  are 
ufually  of  a  (harp  or  fourifh  raft,  and 
yet  withall  of  a  gratefull  taffc  to  the 
Pallat, .  for  although  lofs  of  appetite 
may  proceed  from  divers  caufes,  as 
from  Choller  in  the  Stomach,  or  pu¬ 
trefied  Humors  or  the  like,  yet  fuch 
things  as  purge  this  Choller  or  Hu¬ 
mors,  are  properly  called  Orcflickj, 
not  ftomachicals  ;  the  former  ftreng- 
then  Appetite  after  thefe  are  expel¬ 
led. 

z.  Such,  medicines  help  Digeftion 
as  ftrengthen  the  Stomach,  either  by 
convenient  heat,  or  Aroinatical(w^. 
fpicy  )  Faculty,  by  hidden  property, 
or  congruity  of  Nature  ,•  by  which 
lad  the  inner  skin  of  a  Hens  Gizzard 
dried  and  beaten  to  pouder  and  ta¬ 
ken  in  Wine  in  the  morning  fading 
is  an  exceeding  drengthener  of  Di¬ 
geftion, becaufe  thofe  Creatures  have 
fuch  ftrong  Digedions  themfelves. 

3.  The  retentive  Faculty  of  the 
Stomach  is  correfted  by  binding  me¬ 
dicines  yet  not  by  al  binding  Medi¬ 
cines  neither,  for  fame  of  them  are 
adverfeto  the  Stomach,  but  by  fuch 
binding  medicines  as  are  appropria¬ 
ted  to  the  Stomach.

z.  Such  medicines  drengthen  the 
Liver,  as  (  being  appropriated  to  it) 

'  very  gently  bind, for  feeing  the  Office 
ofthe  Liver  is  to  concoft,  it  needs 
fome  adftriftion,  that  fo  both  the 
heat  and  the  humor  to  be  concocted 
may  be  daied  that  fo  the  one  flip  not  { 
not  away,  nor  the  other  be  fcattered.  I 
Yet  do  not  Hepatical  medicines  1 
require  fo  great  a  binding  Faculty  as 
ftomachicals  do,becaufe  the  paifages 
of  the  Stomach  are  more  open  than 
thofe  of  the  Liver,  by  which  it  either 
takes  in  Chyle, or  fends  out  blood  to 
the  red  of  the  body,  therefore  medi¬ 
cines  that  are  very  binding  are  hurt¬ 
ful  to  the  Liver,  and  either  caufe  ob- 
ftruftions,  or  hinder  the  diftribution 
ofthe  blood,  orbdth. 

3 .  The  Liver  being  very  fubject  to 
obftruftions,  medicines  which  with- 
ftand  obftruftions,  or  open  them  be¬ 
ing  made,  are  truly  Hepatical,  and 
they  are  fuch  as  cut  and  extenuate 
without  any  vehement  heat  (to  thefe 
we  fhal  fpeak  in  their  proper  places) 
and  yet  they  retain  a  Faculty  both 
gently  binding,  and  clenling. 
Sometimes  Infiamation  follows 
the-obftruftion,  and  then  mud  you 
ufe  Hepatical  medicines, which  cool, 
clenfe,  and  extenuate. 

In  ufing  thefe  have  a  fpecial  care 
that  your  cooling  medicines  befo 
tempered  with  heat,fhatthe  digedive 
faculty  of  the  liver  be  not  fpoiled, 
and  that  the  Diaphragma.  (  which  is 
very  neer  unto  it  )  be  not  fo  cooled 
that  it  hinder  the  fetching  of  breath.

Chap.  6.  Of  Medicines  appropria¬ 
ted  to  the  Spleen. 

IN  the  breeding  of  Blood,  are  three 
Excrements  mod  confpicuous 
viz.  Urine ,  Choler,  and  Melancholy. 

The  proper  Seat  of  Choler  is  in 
the  Gall. 

The  urine  paffeth  down  to  the 
Reins  or  Kidneys,  which  is  al  one. 

The  Spleen  takes  the  thickedor 
melancholy  blood  to  it  felf. 

I  hope  Ihoftly  to  give  you  the  ex- 
afteft  piece  of  Anatomy  now  extant,- 
in  your  own  mother  Tongue,  where¬ 
in  you  may  as  perfeftly  fee  thefe  and 
al  cither  internal  operations  of  your 
body,  as  you  can  your  Faces  in  a 
Looking-glafs.  But  to  return. 

This  Excrement  of  blood  is  two¬ 
fold  :  for  either  by  exceffive  heat,  it 
is  addud,  and  this  is  that  the  Latins 
cal  Mtra  Bilk:  or  eife  it  is  thick  and 
earthly  of  it  felf,  and  thus  properly  is 


called  Melancholy  Humor. 

.  Hence  then  is  the  Nature  ofSpled 
nical  medicines  to  be  found  out,  and 
by.  thefe  two  is  the  Spleen  ufually 
aff!ifted  for  Mtrabilk  (I  know  not 
what  didinft  EngliTh  Name  to  give 
it  )  many  times  caufes  madnefs,  and 
pure  melancholy  Caufe th  Obdrufti- 
ons  of  the  Bowels,  and  Tumors, 
whereby  the  concoftion  of  the  blood 
is  viciated,  and  dropfies  many  times 
follow. 

Medicines  then  peculiar  to  the 
fpleen  mud  needs  be  twofold  alfo, 
fome  appropriated  to  .Atra  bilk,  o- 
tbers  to  pure  melancholy  ;  but  of 
purging  either  of  them,  Lfhallomit 
tid  I  come  to  treat  of  Purging  in  a 
Chapter  by  it  felf. 

r.  Such  medicines  are  Splenical, 
which  by  cooling  and  moidening 
temper  jftra  bilk  :  let  not  thefe  me¬ 
dicines  be  too  cold  neither,  for  there 
is  no  fuch  heat  in  Mtra  bilts  as  there 
is  in  Choller,  and  therefore  it  needs 
no  fuch  exceffive  cooling  :  amongft 
the  number  of  thefe  are  fuch  as  wee  - 
mentioned  amongft  the  Cordials  or 
repel  melanchoiy  Vapors  from  the 
Heart,  fuch  temper  and  affwage  tile 
malice  cf  Mirra  bilk. 

.  2  •  Thofe  medicines  are  alfo  Sple¬ 
nica!,  by  which  melancholy  humors 
are  correfted  and  fo  prepared,  that 
they  may  the  more  eafily  be  evacua¬ 
ted  :  fuch  medicines  are  gutting  and 
opening,  and  they  differ  from  Hepa¬ 
titis  in  this  That  they  are  no  waies 
binding; for  the  fpleen  being  no  ways 
addifted  to  concoftion,  binding  me-* 
dicines  do  it  harm,  and  not  good. 

3 .  Sometimes  the  Spleen  is  not  only 
obdmfted,  but  alfo  hardned  by  Me¬ 
lancholy  Humors,  and  in  fuch  cafes 
Emollient  medicines  may  be  wel  cal¬ 
led  Splenicals  ;  not  fuch  as  are  taker* 
inwardly,  for  they  operate  upon  the 
ftomach  and  bowels,  but  fuch  as  are 
outwardly  applied  to  the  Region  of 
the  Spleen.

As  for  the  Nature  of  the  Womb,  it 
feems  to  be  much  like  the  Nature  of 
the  brain  and  ftomach,for  experience 
teacheth  that  it  is  delighted  with 
fweet  and  Aromatical  Medicines,and 
flies  from  their  contraries. 

For  Example  :  A  Woman  being 
troubled  with  the  fits  of  the  Mother^ 
which  is  drawing  of  the  Womb  up¬ 
wards,  apply  fweet  things,  as  Civit, 
of  the  like,  to  the  place  of  Concep¬ 
tion,  it  draws  it  down  again ;  but 
apply  {linking  things  to  the  Nofe,  as 
Aftafoetida,  or  the  like,  it  expels  it 
from  it, and  fends  it  down  to  its  pro¬ 
per  place. 

Again,  Somtimes  the  womb  of  a 
Woman  falls  out ;  in  fuch  cafes, 
fweet  feents  applied  to  the  Nofe, and 
{linking  things  to  the  privy  paffage, 
reduces  it  to  its  proper  place  again, 
and  tins  metde  fome  Phyiitians  of  O- 
pinton  that  the  Womb  of  a  Woman 
Was  capable  of  the  fence  of  finelling. 
For  my  pain,  I  beleeve  nothing  lefs  j 
only  it  doth  it  by  appropriation  to 


dines  (  for  fo  Phyiitians  cal  fuch  me¬ 
dicines  as  eaie  pain  )  before  you  can 
meddle  with  the  caufe,  and  this  is  u- 
fually  when  the  part  pained  is  infla¬ 
med  for  thofe  medicines  which  take 
away  the  caufe  of  pain  being  very 
hot,  if  there  be  any  inflammation  in 
the  part  pained,  you  muft  abftain 
from  them  till  the  inflammation  be 
taken  away. 

Alfo  the  manner  of  eafing  the  pain 
is  two-fold,  for  if  you  regard  only 
the  pain,  ufe  A'nodincs  fout  if  you  re¬ 
gard  the  inflammation,  ufe  cooling 
medicines,  becaufe  by  them,  not  on¬ 
ly  the  heat  is  aflfwaged,  but  alfo  the 
flux  of  Blood  to  that  part  is  flopped, 
efpecially  if  you  mix  fome  repellinj* 
medicine  with  it.  We  fhall  fpeak  of 
all  thefe  in  the  next  Section. 

Oply  here  take  notice.  That 
fuch  medicines  as  take  away  the 
caufe  of  pain  from  the  Joynts,  are  of 
very  thin  fubftance,  and  forcible  in 
cutting  and  drawing  ;  and  when  you 
fee  the  caufe  taken  quite  away,  then 
ufe  fuch  as  bind  and  ftvengthen  the 
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Scarifying 
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Adorning  the  Body  23 

Purging  24 

Of  all  thefe  in  order,  and  in  the 
fame  order  they  are  fet  down. 


Chap.  I.  Of  Emollient  Afedicines. 

THe  variaus  mixtures  of  Heat, 
Cold,  Drinefs,  andMoifture 
in  Simples,  muft  of  neceflity  produce 
variety  of  Faculties,  and  operations 
in  thenijwhith  now  we  come  to  treat 
of,  beginning  firft  at  Emollients. 

What  is  hard,  and  what  is  foft, 
moft  men  know,  but  few  are  able  to 
exprefs  :  Phylofophers  define  that ‘to 
be  hard  which  yields  not  to  touching 
and  foft  to  be  the  contrary.  An  E- 
mollient,  or  foftening  Medicine 
(  which  is  all  one  )  is  luch  a  Medi¬ 
cine  as  reduceth  a  hat'd  fubftance  to 
its  proper  temperature. 

But  to  leave  Phflofophy,  and  keep 
to  Phyflck  :  Phyfitiaiis  deferibe  hard* 
nefs  to  be  twofold. 

1.  A  diftention  or  ftretching  of  a 
part  by  too  much  fulnefs. 

2.  thick  humors  which  are  defti-

tute  of  heat,  growing  hard  in  that 
part  ofthe  Body  in  which  they  flow. 

So  many  properties  then  ought  E- 
mollient  Medicines  to  have,  viz.  To 
moiften  what  is  dry,  to  Difcufs  what 
is  ftretched, to  warm  what  is  congea¬ 
led  by  cold  5  yet  properly,  that  only 
is  faid  to  mollifie  which  reduceth  a 
hard  fubftance  to  its  proper  tem¬ 
per. 

Drinefs  and  thicknefs  of  humors 
being  the  caufe  of  hardnefs.  Emolli¬ 
ent  Medicines  mull  of  necefiity  be 
hot  and  moift  ;  and  although  you 
may  peradventure  find  fome  of  them 
dry  in  the  fecond  or  third  Degrees, 
yet  mult  this  Drinefs  be  tempered 
and  qualified  with  heat  and  moifture, 
for  Reafon  wil  tel  you  that  dry  Me¬ 
dicines  make  hard  parts  harder. 

Befides,  In  Schirrhous  humors  (in 
which  Emollients  are  moll  in  ufe  ) 
various  Symptomes  appear,  fo  that 
the  hardnefs  being  not  fimple,  the 
Emollients  are  not,  nor  ought  not  to 
be  alwaies  one  and  the  fame  :  as  for 
example  :  Somtimes  the  Swelling 
abounds  with  moifture,  and  then  the 
Medicine  muft  be  dryer,  not  to  mol- 
lifie  the  fwelling,  but  to  confumc  the  !  moifture,  but  ad  drinefs  to  it,  as  you 
moifture  ;  Somtimes  the  humor  is  j  make  Syrups  into  a  thick  Ele&uary 
fo  tough,  that  temperate  Medicines  by  adding  Ponders  to  them, 
wil  not  ftir  it, then  muft  the  Medicine  3.  Such  as  congeal,  neither  draw 
be  hotter,  thefe  things  are  acci-  out  die  Moifture,  nor  make  it  thick 


foftning  Medicines  be  hot  and  moift 

(  as  we  lhew’d  even  now  )  the  hard- 
fling  Medicines  muft  needs  b«  cold 
~and  dry,  becaufe  they  are  contrary 
to  them. 

The  univerfal  courfe  of  Nature  wil 
prove  it,  for  drinefs  and  moifture  are 
paffive  qualities,  neither  can  extre¬ 
mities  conlift  in  moifture  as  you  may 
know,  if  you  do  but  confider  that 
drinefs  is  not  attributed  to  the  Air, 
nor  Water,  but  to  Fire,  and  Earth. 

2  The  thing  to  be  congealed  muft 
needs  be  moift,  therefore  the  Medi¬ 
cine  congealing  muft  of  neceftity  be 
dry,  for  if  cold  be  joyned  with  dri¬ 
nefs,  it  contrails  the  pores,  that  fo 
the  humors  cannot  be  fcatterred. 

Yet  you  muft  obferve  a  difference 
between  Medicines  drying,  making 
thick,  hardning,  and  congealing,  of 
which  differences  a  few  words  will 
not  do  arnifs. 

x.  Such  Medicines  are  faid  to  dry, 
which  draw  out  or  drink  up  the 
moifture,  as  a  Spunge  drinks  up  wa¬ 
ter. 

2.  Such  Medicines  are  faid  to 
make  thick,  as  do  not  confume  the

cines. 


Of  Loofning  Medi¬ 


ate  acci¬ 
dental  according  as  the  humor  offen¬ 
ding  is  ;it  follows  not  for  al  this, that 
Emollient  Medicines  fhould  not  be 
temperately  hot  and  moift  in  their 
own  Nature  ;  for  general  Rules  are 
not  to  be  accounted  falfe,  becaufe  a 
man  muft  fometimes  fwerve  from 
them,  for  this  is  the  true  ufe  of  all 
Rules,  viz.  To  vary  them  according 
to  the  various  Symptomes  of  the  Dif- 
eafe,  and  herein  is  the  judgment  of 
the  Phyfitians  tried. 

Laftly,  Mollifying  Medicines  are 
known,  1.  By  their  taft,  2.  By  their 
feeling.  * 

r.  "in  taft,  they  are  neer  unto 
fweet,  but  Fat  and  Oyly,  they  are 
neither  (harp,  nor  auftere,  nor  four, 
nor  fait,  neither  do  they  manifeft  ei¬ 
ther  binding,  or  vehement  heat,  or 
cold  to  be  in  them. 

2.  Infceling  you  may  perceive  no 
roughnefs,  neither  do  they  ftick  to 
your  Fingers  like  Birdlime,  for  they 


by  adding  drinefs  to  its  but  contradf 
it  by  vehement  cold,  as  Water  is  fro¬ 
zen  into  Ice. 

4.  Hardnefs  differs  from  all  thefe, 
for  the  parts  of  the  body  fwel,  and, 
are  filled  with  flegmatick  Humors, 
or  melancholly  Blood,  which  at  laft 
grows  hard. 

That  you  may  cleerly  underftand 
this,  obferve  but-thefe  two  things. 

1 .  What  it  is  that  worketh. 

2 .  What  it  worketh  upon; 

That  which  worketh  is  outward 
cold. 

That  which  is  wrought  upon  is  a 
certain  thicknefs  and  drinefs  of  hu¬ 
mors,  for  if  the  humor  were  fluid  as 
water  is,  it  might  properly  be  faid  to 
be  congealed  by  cold,  but  not  fo 
properly  hardened.  Thus  you  fee 
cold  and  drinefs  to  be  the  caufe  of 
hardning.  But  enough  of  this  (  per¬ 
haps  fome  may  think  too  much  ) 
This  hardning  being  fo  far  from  be- 


ought  to  penetrate  the  parts  to  be  \  ing  ufeful,that  it  is  obnoxious  to  the 
mollified,  and  therefore  many  times  \body  of  Man.  I  pafs  it  without  more 
if  occafion  be,  are  cutting  Medicines  words.  I  fuppofe  when  Galen  wrote 

of  hardning  Medicines,  he  intended 
fuch  as  make  thick,  and  therefore  a- 
mongft  them  he  reckons  up  Flea- 
wort,  Purflain,  Houfleek,  and  the 
like,  which  affwage  the  heat  of  the 
Simpl.  (humors  in  Swellings  and  ftop  fubtill 

the 


mixed  with  them. 


Chap.  2.  Of  Hardning  Medicines. 


BY  Loofning  here,  I  do  not  mean 
Purging,  not  that  which  is  op- 
polite  to  Aftringency ;  but  that 
which  is  oppofite  to  ftretching  :  I 
knew  not  fuddenly  what  fitter  En¬ 
glish  Name  to  give  it,  than  Loofning 
orLaxation,  which  latter  is  fcarce 
Englifh. 

The  Members  are  diftended  or 
ftretched  divers  waies,  and  ought  to 
be  loofned  as  many,  for  they  are 
ftretched  fomtimes,  by  drinefs  fome- 
times  by  cold,  fometimes  by  repleti¬ 
on  or  fulnefs,  fomtimes  by  fwellings, 
and  fomtimes  by  fome  of  thefe  joyn¬ 
ed  together.  I  avoid  terms  of  Art  as 
much  as  I  can,  becaufe  it  would  pro¬ 
fit  my  Country  but  little,  to  give 
them  the  Rules  of  Phyfick  in  fuch 
Englifh  as  they  underftand  not. 

I  confefs  the  Opinion  of  Ancient 
Phyfitians  hath  been  various  about 
thele  Loofning  Medicines.  Galen  s 
Opinion  was.  That  they  might  be 
referred  either  to  moiftening,  or  hea¬ 
ting,  or  mollifying,  or  evacuating 
Medicines,  and  therefore  ought  not 
to  be  referred  to  a  Chapter  by  them- 
felves.  > 

’Tis  like  they  may,  and  fo  may  all 
other  Medicines  be  referred  to  heat, 
or  coldnefs,  or  drinefs,  or  moifture  : 
But  we  fpeak  not  here  of  the  particu¬ 
lar  properties  of  Medicines,  but  of 
their  joyned  properties,  as  they  heat 
and  moiften. 

Others,  they  queftion  how  they 
can  be  diftinguifhed  from  fuch  as 
mollifie,  feeing  fuch  as  are  loofning, 
and  fuch  as  are  emollient,  are  both 
of  them  hot  and  moift. 

To  that,  thus  :  Stretching  and 
Loofning  are  aferibed  to  the  mova¬ 
ble  parts  of  the  Body,  as  to  the  Muf- 
cles  and  their  Tendons,  to  the  Liga¬ 
ments  and  Mcmbrans  j  but  foftnefs 
and  hardnefs  to  fuch  parts  of  the  Bo¬ 
dy  as  may  be  felt  with  the  hand  :  I 
fhall  make  it  cleer  by  a  fimilitude  : 
W  ax  is  foftned  being  hard, but  Fiddle 
firings  are  loofned  being  ftretched. 
And  if  you  fay  that  the  difference  ly¬ 
ing  only  in  the  parts  of  the  Body  is 
no  true  difference,  then  take  notice, 
that  fuch'1  Medicines  which  loofen, 
lefs  hot,  and  more  moiftning.

I  fhall  not  here  ftand  to  quote  the 
Difpute,  only  take  notice.  That  if 


than  fuch  as  foften,  for  they  operate 
moft  by  heat,  thefe  by  moifture. 

The  truth  is,  I  am  of  Opinion, 
the  difference  is  not  much,  nay, 
fcarce  fenfible,  between  Emollient 
and  Loofning  Medicines  ;  only  I 
quoted  this  in  a  Chapter  by  it  felf, 
not  fo  much  becaufe  fome  Authors 
do,  as  becaufe  it  conduccth  to  the 
encreafe  of  knowledg  in  phyfick. 

The  chief  Ufe  of  Loofning  Medi¬ 
cines  is  in  Convulfions  and  Cramps, 
and  fuch  like  infirmities  which  caufe 
H  h  h  diften^on 
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diftentionor  ftretching. 

They  are  known  by  the  very  lame 
Marks  and  Tokens  that  Emollient 
Medicines  are. 


Chap.  4.  Of  Medicines  making  thin 
and  thick: 


MEdicines  which  rarifie,  or  make 
,  thin,  are  fuch  which  open  the 
pores  of  the  skin  and  make  them  w  1- 
der  s  they  are  not  fo  ntoift  as  Emol¬ 
lient  Medicines  are,  but  of  thin  and 
fubtil  parrs  ;  they  are  hot,  but  not  fo 
hot  that  they  fhould  draw  the  matter 
to  them  or  difcufs  it,  as  we  fhal  fhew 
when  we  come  to  fpeak  of  thofe  Fa¬ 
culties. 

Such  as  make  thick,  are  contrary 
to  thefe,  thefe  are  cold,  and  flop  the 
Pores  of  the  Skin. 

Thefe  Galen  would  have  to  be 
moth,  neither  is  there  any  difference 
between  his  defcription  of  hardning 
Medicines  and  fuch  as  make  thick. 

Ufe  1.  The  ufe  of  Ratifying  me¬ 
dicines  is,  To  open  the  pores  of  the 
skin  and  make  them  wider,  thatfd- 
the  vapors  arilingfrom  blood  over¬ 
heated  may  ’ pals  out,  and  that  was 
the  reafon  Wraftlers  in  antient  times 
caipe  to  their  exercife  with  their  Bo¬ 
dies  anointed,that  fo  the  vapors  cau- 
fed  by  ftirring  their  bodies,  might 
.  pafs  out,  and  not  caufe  Ravers  or  o- 
ther  mifchief  to  the  bowels  by  being 
kept  in. 

z.  Ratifying  medicines  conduce 
much  to  the  mitigation  of  pain,  for 
the  pores  of  the  skin  being  opened, 
the  matter  caulmg  the  pain  is  the  ea- 
(ier  expelled. 

Again,  in  fwellings,  it  is  not  only 
the  plenty  of  Humors  that  canfeth 
pain,  but  the  drinefs,  hardnefs,  or 
ftretching  of  the  skin,  therefore  fee¬ 
ing  Medicines  which  rarifie  or  make 
thin,  do  both  loofen  and  mollifie, 
they  muft  of  neceffity  by  thefe  .ope¬ 
rations  mitigate  pain. 

Alfo  there  is  much  profit  in  the 
life  of  thickning  Medicines,  for  they 
make  the  skin  firm,  thereby  not  only 
the  better  refilling  cold, but  alfo  they 
flop  too  much  fweating,  and  diffolu- 
tjon  of  the  fpirits  that  way, which  of¬ 
ten  happens  to  them  that  are  weak. 

Chap.  5.  Of  Medicines  opening  the 
mouths  of  the  V  ejfels. 

TBefe  Galen  thought  to  be  hot, 
but  of  thick  parts  and  biting. 
Let  none  admire  that  thicknefs 
fhould  be  attributed  to  Medicines  of 
an  opening  fubftance,  feeing  thick¬ 
nefs  feems  rather  to  flop  than  to  o- 
pen.  For  anfwer  to  this,  you  muft 
confider  the  manner  of  opening  Ob- 
ftru&ions,  and  of  opening  the 
mouths  of  the  veftels  is  different  job- 
ftru&ions  require  cutting  medicines, 
by  which  the  thicknefs  of  the  matter 


1  obftrufting  is  made  thinner,  there-  1 
I  fore  the  medicine  ought  not  to  be 
thick,  but  of  thin  fubftance  that  it 
I  may  the  better  penetrate  ( I  do  not 
mean  of  a  thin  Body,  like  water,  for 
that  caufeth  obftruftions  rather  than 
takes  them  away,  but  of  thin  parts, 
viz.  Making  thin  )  But  thofe  medi¬ 
cines  which  are  faid  to  open  the 
mouths  or  paffages  of  the  Vellels,are 
j  of  thick  parts,  that  they  may  not  on¬ 
ly  penetrate,  but  alfo  fttengthen  the 
^  paftages  by  which  they  pals,  there- 
jfore  Galen  befidesheat,  appointed 
’  thicknefs  of  parts  and  fharpnefs,  or 
biting,  as  Pepper  bites,  for  fuch  a 
'fharp  heat  is  very  effectual  to  pene¬ 
trate  and  cannot  flop  in  the  leaftjfor 
although  the  skin  be  eafily  contraft- 
ed  by  gentle  medicines,  the  Veftels 
cannot  be  (hut  but  by  things  vehe¬ 
mently  binding,  and  thereiore  let 
thefe  medicines  of  thick  fubftance  be 
alfo  moift,  for  moifture  cannot  fo 
forcibly  bind  as  flop  the  mouths  of 
the  Veftels. 

Z>fe.  The  ufe  of  opening  medici¬ 
nes  may  be  calily  gathered  from  the 
ufe  of  the  Veftels  to  be  opened,  for 
feeing  their  Ufe  is  to  hold  blood, 

1  which  fometimes  offends  in  quantity, 
fomtimes  in  quality  ;  fuch  infirmities 
are  to  be  fomtimes  remedied  by  ope¬ 
ning  Medicines. 

They  are  eafily  known  by  taft,  be¬ 
ing  fharp  and  piercing,  and  bite  the 
tongue,  but  fuch  as  are  flopping,  are 
eolef  and  binding,  and  contract  the 
tongue  Lin  tailing  of  them. 


Chap.  6  Of  Attenuating  Medici- 1 


nes. 


THe  ufe  of  attenuating  medici¬ 
nes  is  to  open  the  obftruclions 
of  the  Bowels. 

The  bowels  are  obftrufted  or  flop¬ 
ped  by  tough  and  vifeous  Humors  ,• 
Hence  then  it  is  deer  that  Attenua¬ 
ting  or  Extenuating  medicines  ought 
to  be  thin  of  fubftance,  but  whe¬ 
ther  they  ought  al  to  be  hot  or  not, 
is  fome  queftion,  for  indeed  many 
cold  Medicines  cut  tough  Humors, 
and  open  Obftru&ions,  as  Vinegar, 
Endive,  Succorie,  and  the  like.  I  ihal 
not  enter  into  the  difpute  here,  whe¬ 
ther  al  cold  things  bind  or  not,  and 
therefore  fome  hold  Vinegar  to  be 
hot  in  it  feif,  and  cool  only  by  acci¬ 
dent.  We  know  wine  is  hot,  and  vi¬ 
negar  is  nothing  but  corrupted  wine, 
and  we  know  as  wel  that  putrefacti¬ 
on  turns  things  ufually  into  a  contra¬ 
ry  quality  j  and  befides,  if  you  ask 


Your  beft  courfe  is,  firft  to  clenfe 
the  Body  by  fome  gentle  Purge  be¬ 
fore  you  ufe  Attenuating  Medicines, 
left  they  feize  upon  the  Ble^d,  and 
caufe  Feavers,  or  other  roifehiefs  as 
bad. 

They  are  in  taft,  fharp, fowr,or  bit¬ 
ter, yet  fuch  as  being  tailed  dilate  the 
Tongue,  and  contra#  it  not. 

Chap.  7.  Of  Drawing  Medicine/. 

THe  Opinion  of  Phyfidans,is 
concerning  thefe,  as  it  is  con¬ 
cerning  other  medicines,  viz.  Some 
draw  by  a  manifeft  quality,  fome  by 
a  hidden,  and  fo  (  quoth  they  )  they 
draw  to  themfelves  both  humors  and 
thorns,  orfplinters  that  are  gotten 
into  the  flefh ;  however  this  is  cer¬ 
tain,  they  are  all  of  them  hot,  and  of 
thin  patts  ;  hot  becaufe  the  Mature 
of  heat  is  to  draw  off  thin  parts  that 
fo  they  may  penetrate  to  the  humors 
that  are  to  be  drawn  out. 

Their  ufe  is  various, 

Vfe  1.  That  the  Bowels  maybe 
disburdened  of  corrupt  Humors. 

z.  Outwardly  ufed,  by  them  the 
offending  humor  (i  fhould  have  faid 
the  Peccant  Humor,  had  I  written 
only  to  Scholars  )  is  called  from  the 
internal  parts  of  the  body  to  the  Su¬ 
perficies. 

| .  By  them  the  Cribs  of  a  Difeafe 
is  much  helped  forward. 

4.  They  arc  exceeding  profitable 
to  draw  forth  poyfon  out  of  the  Ba¬ 
de. 

J 

c.  Parts  of  the  body  over  cooled 
are  cured  by  thefe  medicines,  viz.  By 
j  applying  them  outwardlie  to  the 
|  p!ace,not  only  becaufe  they  heat, but 
alfo  becaufe  they  draw  the  fpirits  by 
which  life  and  Heat  are  cheri!hed,to 
the  part  of  the  Bodie  which  is  defti- 
tute  of  them  :  you  cannot  but  know 
that  many  times  parts  of  the  body  fal 
away  in  flefh,  and  their  ftrength  de- 
caies,  as  in  fome  peoples  Amies  or 
Legs,  or  the  like,  the  ufual  reafon  is, 
Becaufe  the  vital  Spirit  decaies  in 
thofe  parts.  To  which  ufe  fuch  Plni- 
fters  or  Oyntments  as  are  attractive 
(which  is  fhe  phylical  term  for  draw¬ 
ing  medicines  )  for  they  do  dot  only 
cherilh  the  parts  by  their  own  proper 
heat,  but  draw  the  vital'  and  Natural 
Spirits  thither, whereby  they  are  both 
quickned  and  nourifhed. 

They  are  known  almoft  by  the 
fame  tokens  that  Attenuating  medi¬ 
cines  are,  feeing  heat,and  thinnels  of 
parts  is  in  them  both,they  differ  only

Chap. 
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Chap  8.  Of  Difcuffive  Medicines . 


BY  Difcuflive  Medicines  I  intend 
fuch  as  the  Greeks  cal  J)*<popvKtt 
commonly  Phyfitians  call  them 
by  the  Names  of  Diapboretic\s  :  in 
plain  Englifh,  they  are  fuch  Medi¬ 
cines  as  provoke  Sweat*  or  as  work 
by  infenfible  tranfpiration,  I  quote 
thefe  terms,  and  explain  them,  be- 
caufe  I  would  not  have  my  Coun¬ 
try  Men  hood-wink’d  with  ftrange 
terms. 

The  nature  of  difcufling  (or  fwea- 
ting)  medicines  is  almoftthe  fame 
with  Attractive,  for  there  are  no  dif¬ 
cuflive  medicines  but  are  attractive, 
nor  fcarce  any  attractive  Medicine 
but  is  in  fome  meafure  or  other 
difcufling. 

The  difference  then  is  only  this  j 
That  difcuflive  medicines  are  hotter 
than  attractive,  and  therefore  no¬ 
thing  elfdneedbe  written  of  their  na¬ 
ture. 

Ufe.  Their  ufe  may  be  known  even 
from  their  very  Name  ;  for  difeafes 
that  come  by  repletion  or  fulnefs,are 
cured  by  evacuation  or  emptying ;yet 
neither  blood  nor  profs  Humors  are 
to  be  expelled  by  fiv eating,  or  infen¬ 
fible  tranfpiration  (as  they  cal  itjbut 
the  one  requires  Blood-letting,  the 
other  purgation  ;  but  Serofus  or  thin 
humors  and  filthy  Vapors,  and  fuch 
like  fuperfluities,  are  to  be  expelled 
by  fweat,  and  be  wary  in  this  too, for 
many  of  them  work  violently,  and 
violent  Medicines  are  not  rafhly  to 
be  given. 

Cam.  z.  Befides,  Swellings  are 
fometimes  made  fo  hard  by  fweating 
medicines,  that  afterwards  they  can 
never  be  cured  j  for  what  is  thin  be¬ 
ing  by  filch  Medicines  taken  away, 
nothing  but  what  is  perfectly  ^ hard 
remains  :  If  you  fear  fuch  a  tiling, 
mix  Emollients  with  them. 

Cam.  3.  Again,  Sometimes  by  u- 
fing  Difcuflive*,  the  humors  offend¬ 
ing  (which  Phyfitians  ufually  cal  the 
Peccant  Humor  )  is  driven  to  fome 
more  noble  part  of  the  body,  or  elfe 
it  draws  more  than  it  difcufleth  5  in 
fuch  cafes,  concoCf  and  attenuate 
the  matter  offending  before  you  go 
about  to  difcufs  it. 

From  hence  may  eafily  be  gathered 
at  what  time  of  the  difeafe  difcuflive 
Medicines  arc  to  be  ufed,  viz.  about 
the  declining  of  the  difeafe, although 
in  Difeafes  arifing  from  the  Heat  of 
blood,  we  fometimes  ufe  them  in  the 
encreafe  andftateof  them. 

They  are  known  by  the  fame  marks 
and  tokens  attenuating  Medicines 
are,  viz.  by  their  burning  and  biting 
quality,  they  being  very  hot,  and  of 
thin  parts, void  of  any  biting  quality, 
therefore  they  contra#  not  the 
Tongue  in  tafting  of  them. 


Chap.  9.  Of  Expelling  Mediums. 

REpelling  Medicines  are  of  con¬ 
trary  operation  to  thefe  three 
j  lad  mentioned,  viz.  Attenuating, 
Drawing,  and  Difcuflive  medicines  : 
’Tis  truej  there  is  but  little  diffe¬ 
rence  between  thefe  three,  fome  hold 
none  at  al  ,•  and  if  you  wil  be  fo  nice, 
you  may  oppofe  them  thus.  And  fo 
medicines  making  thick,  corrcfpond 
to  attenuating  medicines,  or  fuch  as 
make  thin,  repelling  Medicines  are 
oppofed  to  fuch  as  draw,  and  fuch  as 
retain  the  Humors  and  make  them 
tough,  arc  oppofite  to  fuch  as  dif¬ 
cufs,  fome  hold  this  Nicenefs  need- 
lefs. 

2.  The  fentence  of  Authors  about 
Repullive  medicines  is  various. 

For  feeing  an  Influxion  may  be 
■  caufed  many  waies  :  Repulfive  hath 
got  as  many  Definitions. 

For  fuch  things  as  cool,  bind,ftop, 
and  make  thick,  ftay  Influxions,  and 
therefore  Repulfives  are  by  Authors 
oppofed,  not  only  to  Attraftives,but 
alio  to  Attenuating,  and  Difcufling 
Medicines. 

But  properly  fuch  things  are  called 
Repulfives,  which  do  not  only  ftay 
Influxions  (for  fo  do  fuch  Medicines 
which  flop  and  make  thick)  but  fuch 
as  drive  the  Humors  flowing  to,  or 
inherent  in  the  place,  to  fome  other 
place. 

The  truth  is,  binding  is  inherent  to 
Repulfives,  fo  is  not  coldnefs  nor 
making  thick  :  Yet  fuch  as  are  bind¬ 
ing,  cold  and  thin  in  operation,  are 
1110  ft  effe#ual. 

Your  tafr  will  find  Repulfives  to 
be,  tart,  or  fharp,  or  auftere,  with  a 
certain  binding  which  contrafts  the 
Tongue. 

Z>fe  i.  Their  Ufe  is  manifold,  as 
in  hot  Tumors,  Head-achs,  or  the 
like. 

Ufe  z.  By  thefe  in  Feavers  are  the 
Vapors  driven  from  the  Head  :  Vi¬ 
negar  of  Rofes  is  notable. 

T ime  of  giving.  They  are  moft 
commodious  in  the  beginning  and 
encreafe  of  a  difeafe, for  then  influxi¬ 
ons  are  moft  rife. 

But  feeing  that  in  the  cure  of  Tu¬ 
mors  there  are  two  fcopes.  I.  That 
that  which  flows  to  it  may  be  repel- 
led. 

2 .  That  that  which  is  already  in  it 
may  be  difcufled.Repulfives  are  moft 
commodioufly  ufed  in  the  begin¬ 
ning,  difeuflives  in  the  latter  end. 

In  the  middle  you  may  mix  them 
with  this  Provifo,  That  Repulfives 
exceed  in  the  beginning,  Difeuflives 
in  the  latter  end. 

Cam.  1 .  If  the  matter  offending  be 
of  a  venemous  quality,  either  abftain 
from  Repulfives  altogether,  or  ufe 
Purging  firftjleft  the  matter  fly  to  the 


Bowels  and  prove  dangerous,  efpe- 
cially  if  the  Bowels  be  weak. 

z.  Alfo  forbear,  Repulfives,  if  the 
pain  be  great. 

? .  Laftly,  Have  a  ca;  e  left  by  Re¬ 
pulfives  you  contra#  the  Pores  fo 
much,  that  the  matter  cannot  be  re¬ 
moved  by  Difeuflives. 

Chap.  10.  Of  burning  Medicines, 

SUch  Medicines  are  called  by  the 
Greeks  tv^otika,  that  are  fo  ve¬ 
hement  hot  that  they  burn  the  Skin 
like  fire  or  fealding  water. 

Yet  thefe  alfo  are  diftinguifhed  by 
their  degrees,  for  fome  are  milder, 
and  only  caufe  rednefs  to,  or  blifters 
upon  the  skin,  others  burn  both  skin 
and  flefhj  and  are  ufed  to  make  If- 
fues. 

Vfe  1  The  mildeft  are  many  times 
ufed  to  fuch  Limbs  as  are  wafted  a- 
way.  ^ 

ttfe  2.  To  burn  off  Hair,  to  difi- 
folve  hard  and  callous  Tumors,  to 
confimie  Warts,  and  Polypus,  which 
is  a  flefhy  excreflfence  growing  in  the 
Nofe,  in  the  cure  of  Gouts,  and  Le¬ 
thargies. 

Ufe  3 .  Fiftulaes  and  malignant  Ul¬ 
cers  are  reftrained  this  way,  and  dan¬ 
gerous  defluxion  of  Humors  to  the 
fuperficies  of  the  Body,  and  many 
things  of  the  like  Nature. 

Cam.  1.  Yet  muft  this  fort  of  Me¬ 
dicines  be  ufed  very  circumfpe#Iy 
left  it  caufe  either  Feavers  or  Con- 
vulfions, therefore  ufe  it  not  al  til  the 
body  be  firft  wel  purged. 

Cam •  z.  If  you  ufe  it  to  reftore 
Limbs,  temper  it  with  milder  things. 

Cam.  3.  Laftly,  Have  a  care  left 
the  parts  adjacent  be  inflamed, 
which  you  may  both  prevent  and  re¬ 
medy  by  anointing  them  with  cool 
Qyntments.  <• 

Chap.  II.  Of  Clenfing  Medicines « 

CLenfing  medicines  can  neither 
be  defined  by  Heat,  nor  cold¬ 
nefs,  becaufe  fome  of  both  forts 
clenfe. 

A  clenfing  medicine  then  is  of  a 
terrene  quality, which  takes  away  the 
filth  with  it,  and  carries  it  out. 

Definition.']  Here  to  avoid  confufi- 
on,a  difference  muft  be  made  beween 
wattling  ar|d  clenfing. 

A  thing  which  waffle th,  carries  3- 
way  by  Fluxion  as  a  man  wafheth  the 

the  dirt  off  from  a  thing. 

A  clenfing  medicine  by  a  certain 
Roughnefs  or  nitrous  quality,carries 
away  the  compared  filth  with  it. 

This  alfo  is  the  difference  between 
clenfing  and  difcufling  medicines,the 
one  makes  thick  humors  thin,  and  fo 

featters  theta,  but  a  clenfing  medi¬ 
cine 
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Medicine  takes  the  raoft  tenacious 
humor  along  with  it,without  any  al¬ 
teration. 

Belides,  Of  clenfing  medicines, 
fome  are  of  a  gentle  Nature,  which 
the  Greeks  cal  pu77J££,  fome  are  more 
vehement,  called  ngfttttfmHct. 

Thefe  are  not  known  one  and  the 
fame  way  >  for  fome  are  fweet,  fome 
fait,  and  fome  bitter. 

The  ufe  of  clenfing  is  external,  as 
the  ufe  of  Purges  internal. 


Yetis  there  a  difference  as  appa¬ 
rent  as  the  Sun  is  when  he  is  upon 
the  Meridian,  and  the  ufe  is  manifeft. 
For  , 

Emollients  arc  to  make  hard  things 
foft,  but  what  Suppures,  rather 
makes  a  generation  than  alteration 
of  the  humors. 

Natural  heat  is  the  efficient  caufe 
of  Suppuration,  ^either  can  it  be 
done  by  any  external  means.| 

Therefore  fuch  things  are  faid  to

Of  Emplajlickt. 


BY  'qurhtt&pd  here,  do  I  mean 
things  glutinative,  and  they  are 
clean  contrary  to  things  clenfing. 

They  are  of  a  far  more  glutinous 
and  tenacious  fubftance. 

They  differ  from  things  flopping 
becaufe  they  do  not  flop  the  pores  fo 
much,  as  flick  to  them  like  Birdlime. 

They  have  a  certain  glutinous 
heat,  tempered  both  with  coldnefs 
and  moifture. 

From  thefe,  Plafters  take  their 
names. 

Their  taft  is  either  none  at  all,  or 
not  difcernable  whether  hot  or  cold, 
but  fat,  infipid,  or  without  taft,  or 
fweet,  vifcous  in  feeling. 

.  Their  ufe  is  to  ftop  flowing  of 
blood,  and  other  fluxes, to  caufe  fop- 
puration,  to  contain  in  the  heat,  that 
fo  tumors  may  be  ripened. 

Alfo  they  are  mixed  with  other 
Medicines,  that  they  may  the  better 
be  brought  into  the  form  of  an  Em- 
plafter,  and  may  flick  thg  better  to 
the  Members. 


Chap.  13.  Of  Suppurating  Medi- 
ciues. 

THefe  have  great  affinity  with 
Emollients,  like  to  them  in 
:emperature,onlyEmollients  arc  fom- 
thing  hotter. 


cines,  no  biting,  no  binding; 
trous  quality  is  perceived  by  the  taft 
(  I  flial  give.1  you  better  fatisfaftion

For  Reafon  wil  tel  a  man,  that  fuch 
things  hinder  rather  than  help  the 
work  of  Nature  in  maturation. 

It  follows'  not  from  hence.  That 
all  Suppuring  Medicines  are  grateful 
to  the  taft,  for  many  things  grateful 
to  the  taft  provoke  vomiting,  there¬ 
fore  why  may  not  the  contrary  be  ? 

The  moft  frequent  ufe  of  Suppura¬ 
tion  is,  to  ripen  Phlegmon#,  i  general 
term  Phyfitians  give  to  all  fwellings 
proceeding  of  Blood, becaufe  Nature 
is  very  apt  to  help  fuch  cures,  and 
Phyfick  is  an  art  to  help,  not  to  hin¬ 
der  Nature. 

The  time  of  ufe  is  ufually  in  the 
height  of  the  Difeafe,  when  the  flux 
is  ftaied,  as  alfo  to  ripen  matter  that 
it  may  be  the  eafier  purged  away. 


This  is  for  certain,  That  Blood  can 
neither  be  feparated  or  diftributed 
without  heat. 

Yet  ainongft  Diureticks  are  fome 
cold  things,  as  the  four  greater  cold 
Seeds,  Winter- cherries ,  and  the 
like. 

Although  this  feem  a  wonder,  yet 
it  may  be  and  both  ftand  with  truth. 

For  cool  Diureticks,  though  they 
further  not  the  feparation  of  the 
Blood  one  jot,  yet  they  clenfe  and 
purge  the  paffages  of  the  Urine. 

Diureticks  then  are  of  two  forts. 

1.  Such  as  conduce  to  the  fepara¬ 
tion  of  the  Blood. 

2.  Such  as  open  the  Urinal  pafla- 
ges. 

The  former  are  *  biting  [  *  1 
know  not  a  better  word  for  Acer,  than 
biting  like  Pepper .]  (  and  are  known 
by  that  taft  )  very  hot  and  cutting, 
whence  they'  penetrate  to  the  Reins, 
and  cut  the  gi'ofs  humors  there. 

Bitter  things,  although  they  be  ve¬ 
ry  hot,  and  cut  grofs  humors,  yet  are 
they  of  a  more  dry  and  terrene  fub¬ 
ftance, than  is  convenient  to  provoke 
Urine. 

Hence  then  we  may  fafely  gather. 
That  bitter  things  are  not  fo.moift 
nor  penetrating,  as  fuch  as  bite  like 
Pepper. 

Thofe  cold  things  which  provoke 
U rin,  though  they  bite  not,  yet  have 
they  a  nitrous  quality  whereby  they 
open  and  clenle. 

For  the  ufe  of  thefe  the  Title  will 
inftruft  you,  only,  left  they  carry  the 
humors  they  find  in  the  Veins  to  the 
Reins, ,  and  fo  make  the  flopping- the 
greater,  purge  thole  places  they  muft 
pafs  through  before  you  adminifter 
them. 


Chap.  14. 
XJrine . 


Of  hicdidncs  provoking 


THe  caufes  by  which  Urine  is 
fuppefled  are  many 
1 .  By  too  much  drying,  or  fweat- 
ing,  it  may  be  confumed. 

2.  By  heat  or  Inflamation  of  the 
Reins,  or  paflages  whereby  it  pafles 
from  the  Reins,  it  may  be  flopped  by 
compreffion. 

Urine  is  the  thinneft  part  of  Blood, 
feparated  from  the  thickeft  part  in 
the  Reins. 

If  then  the  Blood  be  more  thick 
and  vifcous  than  ordinary,  it  cannot 
eafily  be  feparated  without  cutting 
and  clenfing  Medicines. 


Chap.  1  5.  Of  Medicines  provoking 
the  T erms. 

THefe  Medicines  have  a  great  af¬ 
finity  with  thofe  aforegoing. 
For  fuch  as  provoke  the  Terms,pro- 
voke  alfo  Urine,  their  Nature  is  al- 
raoft  the  fame,  viz.  Hot,  and  thin  ef- 
fence. 

Only  thus  much,  to  provoke  the 
Terms,  not  only  the  blood  is  to  be 
attenuated,  but  the  mouths  of  the 
Veflels  alfo  to  be  opened. 

Such  as  open  thofe  Veflels  cary  a 
certain  terrene  quality  with  them, 
whereby  they  not  only  penetrate,  but 
alfo  penetrating  dilate  the  Veflels, 
and  carry  away  the  filth  with  them. 

Things  provoking  the  Terms, 
ought  to  be  hot  in  the  third  degree, 
and  yet  not  very  dry. 

That  there  is  an  appointed  time 
for  the  Terms  to  come  down,  every 
Woman  that  is  but  fixteen  yeers  old 
can  tel  you. 

Be  fore  you  adminifter  the  Medi¬ 
cine  at  the  time  they  fhould  come 
down,  elfe  you  wil  do  no  other  good 
than  weaken  Nature.  "Nei- 
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Neither  muft  thofe  things  be  neg- 

letted  which  may  bring  the  Body  in¬ 
to  a  fit  temper  for  fuch  a  bufinefs. 

If  the  Body  be  full  of  ill  humors, 
purge  them  out  firft  before  you  ad- 
jnimfter  hot  things,  left  you  thruft 
the  crude  humors  into  the  V eins. 

By  avoiding  the  Menftruis  the  Bo¬ 
dy  is  made  lighter,  and  Nature  dis- 
burthened,  health  fecurad,  alacrity 
procured. 

The  retaining  of  them  breeds  drop- 
ties,  Falling-ficknefs,  and  other  cruel 
Difeafes,  yea,  fomtimes  madnefs. 

Hippocrates  denies  any  Women 
have  the  Gout  fo  long  as  they  has  e 
the  Terras. 

Chap.  1 6.  Medicines  breeding,  or 
taking  away  Milk.. 


SEing  Milk  is  bred  of  blood,  there 
is  no  queftion  to  be  made  out 
the  way  to  encreafe  Milk,  is  to  en- 
creafe  the  Blood. 

Yet  though  blood  be  very  copi¬ 
ous,  it  doth  not  alwaies  follow  that 
Milk'muft  of  neceflity  be  fo  too,  for 
the  Blood  may  be  naught,  or  not  fit 
to  be  turned  into  Milk,  or  impedited 
that  it  cannot. 

Thofe  things  are  properly  faid  to 
breed  milk,which  breedmuch  blood, 
and  it  good,  and  have  a  moderate 
cutting  faculty  alfo. 

Such  things  then  as  breed  milk  are 
hot,  and  of  thin  parts,yet  differ  much 
from  thofe  that  provoke  urine, or  the 
Terms.  The  other  being  vehement¬ 
ly  hot,  thefe  which  breed  milk  tem¬ 
perately  hot. 

And  if  drinefs  be  adverfe  to  the 
provoking  of  the  terms,  certainly  it 
is  moft-adverfe  to  breeding;  Milk. 

Medicines  which  breed  milk,  are 
in  taft  either  fat,  or  fweet. 

For  feeing  both  blood  and  milk  are 
temperate,or  at  leaft  very  moderate¬ 
ly  hot,  they  rnuft  be  bred  of  fuch 
things  as  are  not  unlike  to  them  in 
Nature.' 

Such  things  as  leffen  Milk  muft 
needs  be  contrary  to  fuch  things  as 
encreafe  it. 

This  is  done  by  drying  or  thick- 
ningthe  blood. 

They  arc  known  by  taft,  bitter, 
fharp,  tart,  Auftere,  &c.  and  what- 
foevtris  exceflive  either  in  heat  or 

cold. 

If  the  body  be  full  of  evill  juyce, 
purge  it  before  you  goe  about  to 
breed  Milk,  for  the  more  you  nourifh 
impure  bodies,  the  more  you  offend 
them. 

Addition. 

The  Iuduftry  of  late  Phyfitians  and 
Anatomifts  in  conjunction  with  a 
noble  freedom  of  Judgment,  has 
found  and  afferted,  that  Milk  is  not 
bred  of  blood  but  of  the  thinner  and 
purer  parts  of  the  Chylus  :  though 
the  paifage  of  the  faid  chylus  from 


the  ftomach  to  the  Dugs  is  not  yet 

fufciently  difcovered.  See  Dr.  Ent 
his  Exercitations  upon  p an f anus.  It 
is  likewife  difcovered  lately  by  the 
means  aforefaid,  that  blood  does 
only  quicken  and  give  life  and  met¬ 
tle  to  the  body,  the  nounfhment 
thereof  proceeding  from  the  Milk,or 
purer  part  of  the  chyle,  which  jufti- 
lies  that  ffaying  of  the  Author  of 
the  Tragicomical  Hiftory  of  Job, 
whofaies  that  fome  men  die  when 
their  bones  are  moiftened  with  Mar¬ 
row  and  their  breafts  ful  of  Milk, 
Job  2.23,  24. 

Chap.  17.  Of  Medicines  regarding 
the  Seed. 

AS  Milk,  fo  alfo  Seed  takes  his 
Originial  from  Blood. 
Therefore  of  neceflity  nourifhing 
meats  beget  much  Seed, becaufe  they 
beget  much  blood. 

This  is  the  difference  between  fuch 
things  as  breed  Milk,  and  fuch  as 
breed  feed  ;  Seed  requires  a  more 
windy  blood  than  the  other  doth.

Chap.  18.  Of  Medicines  exfng 
pain. 


THere  is  no  difpute  of  the  ftory 
but?that  which  caufeth  the  dif¬ 
eafe  caufeth  pain,as  alfo  what  cureth 
the  difeale  eafeth  the  pain. 

Yet  are  thofe  properly  called 
nodynes  (  which  is  the  Phyfical  term 
for  fuch  medicines  )  which  barely 
regard  the  pain,  both  caufe  and  dif- 
eafe  remaining. 

Thefe  are  temperate  for  heat,  and 
thin  for  effence. 

For  feeing  they  are  to  be  applied 
both  to  hot  and  cold  Difeafes,  they 
ought  not  to  vary  much  from  tempe¬ 
rature; 

They  fomthing  excel  in  heat,  and 
fo  they  eafe  pain,  becaufe  they  open 
the  pores  and  loofen  the  skin. 

But  they  alfo  cool  becaufe  they  let 
out  thofe  hot  fuliginous  vapors 
which  caufe  the  pain. 

For  this  faculty  ought  to  be  in  feed,  /  Such  things  as  eafe  pain  by  ftu- 
that  being  heat  with  fpirits,  it  may  j  pefaftion,  are  called  ^anottca,  not 


caufe  the  Yard  to  fl^and. 

5uch  Medicines  are  temperately 
hot  and  moift’ 

Alfo  to  provoke  one  to  the  fports 
of  Venus,  weufefuch  things  as  ftir 
up  the  Venerial  faculty. 

Thefe  are  hotter  than  thofe  that  en¬ 
creafe  feed,  yet  not  lo  dry  that  they 
fhould  confume  the  feed. 

Take  notice  of  this  alfo,  That  fome 
things  dul  V ' enus  by  cold,  and  fome 
over  power  her  by  heat. 

The  one  of  thofe  confumes  the 
feed,  the  other  makes  it  torpid  and 
fluggifh,  ftaies  the  Itching. 


fnodyna.  hupnoticx,  not  Parego- 
rica. 

They  do  not  take  away  the  pain  at 
all,  but  either  caufe  deep,  or  fo  dull 
the  fences  that  they  cannot  feel  if. 

They  are  adminiftred  at  fuch  times 
when  the  Symptomes  are  fo  grievous 
that  they  threaten  a  greater  Danger 
than  the  Difeafe  is. 

If  in  giving  them,  you  fear  a  grea¬ 
ter  fluxion  wil  come  to  the  part  affli¬ 
cted,  mix  fome  things  with  them, 
which  are  medicinal  for  the  Difeafe.

felf  is. 

It  is  not  my  fcope  here  to  treat  of 
them,  for  fuch  things  as  make  feed 
either  thinner  or  thicker, are  not  pro¬ 
perly  faid  to  breed  feed. 

For  the  time  when  feed  fhould 
be  evacuated,  I  need  fay  nothing, un- 
lefs  I  fliould  fay,  when  a  man  is  a 
bed  with  his  Wife. 

If  the-  body  have  ill  humors  let  it 
firft  be  purged,  let  feed  be  encreafed 
before  it  be  provoked. 

Biting  things  leffen  the  feed,  ftir 
up  the  Venereal  parts  to  expulfion, 
caufe  Itching  or  tickling  of  the  pri¬ 
vities,  therefore  they  are  good  to  be 
ufed  a  little  before  the  a<ft,  otherwife 
the  conftant  ufe  of  them,  confumes 
and  featters  the  feed. 

Obferve  thus  much.  That  one  and 
the  fame  Medicine  doth  not  fuit  with 
every  complexion.  For  example.  If 
the  perfon  be  flegmatick,  let  the  Me¬ 
dicine  be  the  hotter. 

The  ufe  of  thefe  Medicines  is  the 
propagation  of  Man-kind,  for  the

Chap.  T9,  of  Medicines  breeding 
Flejh. 

THere  are  many  things  diligerdg 
to  be  obferved  in  the  cures 
Wounds  and  Ulcers,which  incur  and 
hinder  that  the  cure  cannot be fpee- 
dily  done, nor  the  feparated  parts  re¬ 
duced  to  their  Natural  State. 

Vi 7.  Fluxes  ofblood,  inflamation, 
Hardnefs,  Pain,  and  other  things  be¬ 
tides  our  prefent  fcone. 

Our  m-efent  fcope  is,  to  fbew  how 
the  cavitv  of  Ulcers  may  be  filled 
with  Flelh. 

Such  medicines  ate  calfed  oapKdJir- 
k«£,  S arcoticks. 

This,  though  it  be  the  work  of  na¬ 
ture,  vet  it  is  helped  forward  with 
Medicines,  that  the  blood  may  be 
prepared,  that  it  may  the  eafier  be 
turned  into  Flefh. 

Thefe  are  not  medicines  which 
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defire  of  children  incites  many  to  co-  tbreed  good  Blood,  nor  which  cor  reft 
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the  intemperature  of  the  place  affli¬ 
cted, but  which  defend  the  blood  and 
the  Ulcer  itfelf  from  corruption  in 
breeding  Flefh, 

For  Nature  in  bteeding  flefh  pro- 
duceth  two  forts  of  excrements,  viz. 
Serous  Humors,  and  Purulent  drofs. 

Thofe  Medicines  then  which  clenfe 
and  confume,thefe  by  drying  are  faid 
to  breed  flefh,  becaufe  by  their  helps 
Nature  performs  that  Office. 

Alfo  take  notice  that  thefe  Me¬ 
dicines  are  not  fo  drying  that  they 
fhould  confume  the  Blood  alfo  as 
wel  as  the  Sanies, nor  fo  clenling  that 
they  fhould  confume  the  flefh  with 
the  drofs. 

Let  them  not  then  exceed  the  firff 
Degree  unlefs  the  Ulcer  be  very 
mold. 

Their  differences  are  various,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  part  wounded,  which 
ought  to  be  reftored  with  the  fame 
flefh. 

Tne  fofter  then,  and  tenderer  the 
place  isjthe  gentler  let  themidicines 
be.

Chap.  20.  Of  Glutir.Ati've  Medi- 
cines. 

THat  is  the  true  cure  of  an  ulcer, 
which  joyns  the  mouth  of  it 
together. 

That  is  a  Glutinative  Medicine, 
which  couples  together  by  drying 
and  binding,  the  (ides  of  an  ulcer  be¬ 
fore  brought  together. 

Thele  require  a  greater  drying  fa¬ 
culty  than  the  former,  not  only  to 
confume  what  flows  out,  but  what 
remains  liquid  in  the  flefh,  for  liquid 
flefh  is  more  fubjeci  to  flow  abroad 
than  to  flick  together. 

The  time  of  tiling  them,  any  body 
may  know  without  teaching,  viz. 
when  the  Ulcer  is  clenfed  and  filled 
with  flefh,  and  filch  Symptomes  as 
hinder  are  taken  away. 

For  many  times  Ulcers  muft  be 
kept  open  that  the  Sanies,  or  fords 
that  lie  in  them  may  be  purged  out, 
whereas  of  thenifelves  thev  could 
heal  before. 

Only  beware,left  by  too  much  bin¬ 
ding  you  caufe  pain  in  tender  parts. 

Chap.  ii.  Of  SciirrifyTng  A ledi- 
diies. 

THe  laft  part  of  the  cure  of  an  ul¬ 
cer, is  to  cover  it  with  skin, and 
reftove  the  place  to  its  priftine  beau- 
tie. 

Such  Medicines,  the  Greeks  call 
TtpuloticA. 

This  alfo  is  done  by  tilings  drying 
and  binding.  .  * 

.  They  differ  from  the  former  thusj 
in  that  they  meddle  with  the  flefh  no 
further  than  only  to  convert  it  into 
Skin. 


SUch  medicines  are  called  STlexi- 
teria,  and  ^ilexipharmacA^which 
relift  Poyfon. 

Some  of  thefe  refill  Poyfon  by  A- 
flral  influence,  and  fome  Phylitians 
(  though  but  few  )  can  give  a  reafon 
of  it. 

Thefe  they  haveforted  into  three 
Ranks. 

i.  Such  as  ftrengthen  Nature, that 
fo  it  may  time  the  poyfon  the  ealier. 

z.  Such  as  oppofe  the  poyfon  by  a 
contrary  quality. 

3 .  Such  as  violently  thruft  ';it  out 
of  doors. 

Such  as  ftrengthen  Nature  againft 
Poyfon,  either  do  it  to  the  body  uni- 
verlally,  or  elfe  ftrengthen  fome  par¬ 
ticular  part  thereof. 

For  many  times  one  particular  part 
of  the  Body  is  moft  affli&ed  by  the 
Poyfon,  fuppofe  the  Stomach,  Liver, 
Brain,or  any  other  part:  fuch  as  che- 
rifh  and  ftrengthen  thofe  parts  being 
weakened,  may  be  Laid  to  relift  poy- 
fon. 

Snch  as  ftrengthen  the  Spirtis, 
ftrengthen  all  the  Body. 

Sometimes  Poyfons  kill  by  their 
quality,  and  then  are  they  to  be  cor¬ 
rected  by  their  contraries. 

They  which  kill  by  cooling  are  to 
>'  be  remedied  by  heating,  and  the  con- 
j  trary  5  they  which  kill  by  corroding, 
are  to  be  cured  by  lenitives,  fuch  as 
temper  their  Acrimony. 

Thofe  which  kil  by  Induration,  or 
Coagulation,  require  cutting  Medi¬ 
cines. 

Alfo  becaufe  all  Poyfons  are  in 
motion,neither  flay  they  in  one  place 
til  they  have  feized  and  opprelfed 
the  Fountain  of  Life,  therefore  they 
have  invented  another  faculty  to  ftay 
their  motion,  viz .  Terrene  and  Em- 
plaftick. 

For  they  judg,  if  the  Poyfcn  light 
Upon  thefe  Medicines,  they  embrace 


but  obforve  the  Na¬ 
ture  and  motion  of  the  Venom,  that 
wil  be  the  belt  Inftrwfter. 

In  the  Stomach  it  requires  Vomi¬ 
ting,  in  the  blood  and  fpirits.  Sweat¬ 
ing  3  if  the  Body  be  plethorick,blee- 
'ding  5  ifful  of  evil  humors  ^Purging. 

Laftly,  The  Cure  being  ended, 
ftrengthen  the  part  affli&ed. 

Thus  our  common  Phylitians.  But 
out  of  queftion.  Medicines  whofe  o- 
perationisby  Aftral  influence,  are 
both  fafeft  and  tpeedieft,  not  only  in 
this,  but  in  all  other  Difeales  5  but 
this  is  befides  my  prefentfcope,  and 
Phylitians  confefs  is  hid  from  their 
eyes, that  belongs  to  my  own  Model, 
which  I  truft  in  God  I  lhalt  live  to 
perfeft.  This  is  that  that  Cures  Dif- 
ezfes  perfe,  the  otherper  accidensithis 
Moderns  quite  negiedled  :  fome  An- 
tients  were  groping  at  it,  though  left 
it  not  to  pofterity. 


Of  Medicines  si doming 
the  Body. 

SUch  medicines  as  adorn  the  Bo¬ 
dy,  adding  comlinefs  and  beau¬ 
ty  to  it,  are  called

of  which  before. 

Rednefs  of  the  Face  proceedeth 
from  divers  caufes,  therefore  are  to 
be  remedied  by  Remedies  as  divers.

Chap.  *4.  Of  Purging  Medicines. 

TV/1  Uch  jarring  hath  been  ainongft 
I’l  Phylitians  about  Purging  Me¬ 
dicines,  namely,  whether  they  draw 
the  humors  to  them  by  a  hidden  qua¬ 
lity,  which  in  plain  Engiifh  is,  they 
know  Hot  howj  or  whether  they  per¬ 
form  their  office  by  manifeft  quality, 
viz.  By  heat,  drinefs,  coldnefs,  or 
moifture  :  It  is  not  my  prefent  fcope 
to  enter  the  Lifts  of  a  Difpute  about 
the^  bufinefs,  neither  feems  it  fuch 
a  hidden  thing  to  me  that  every  like 
fhould  draw  its  like,  only  to  make 
the  matter  as  plain  as  I  can,  I  fubdi- 
videthis  Chapter  into  thefe  follow¬ 
ing  parts.

Qtutions  concerning 

Purging. 

IN  this>firft  confider  diligently, and 
’  be  exceeding  cautious  in  it  too, 
what  the  matter  offending  is,  what 
part  of  the  body  is  afflifted  by  it,  and 
which  is  the  beft  way  to  bring  it  out. 

Only  here  by  the  way  firft,  have  a 
care  of  giving  Vomits,  for  they  u- 
fuallywork  more  violently,  and  af- 
flifl  the  Body  mote  than  Purges  do 
therefore  are  not  fit  for  weak  bodies, 
be  fure  the  matter  offending  lie  in 
the  Tnnicle  of  the  Stomach,  elfe  is  a 
Vomit  given  in  vain. 

Secondly, Vomits  are  more  dange¬ 
rous  for  Women  then  Men,  efpeci- 
ally  fuch  as  are  either  with  Child,  ov 
fubjeft  to  the  Fits  of  the  Mother. 
This  is  the  firft  Caution. 

Secondly,  What  medicine  is  apro- 
priated  to  the  purging  of  fuch  a  Hu¬ 
mor,  for  feeing  the  offending  matter 
is  not  alike  in  al,  the  purging  Medi¬ 
cine  ought  not  to  be  the  fame  to  al,  I 
ftial  fpeak  more  of  this  anon.  As  al- 
fo  of  the  divers  waies  whereby  medi¬ 
cines  draw  out  or  caft  out'  Humors, 
vig.  By  lenifying,  clenfing,  provo¬ 
king  nature  to  expulfion,and(which 
is  ftranger  than  the  Doctors  hidden 
Quality  )  fome  purge  by  binding, but 


indeed  and  in  truth  filch  as  arc  pro¬ 
perly  called  Purging  Medicines, 
which  befides  thefe  Faculties  have 
gotten  another,  by  which  they  draw 
or  cal  but  the  Humors  from  the  moft 
remote  parts  of  the  Body,  whether 
thefe  do  it  by  Heat  or  by  an  hidden 
quality,  Phyfitians  are  fcarce  able  to 
determine  it  being  very  well  known 
to  modern  Phyfitians,  though  the 
Aritient  denied  it  that  many  told 
Medicines  purge,  for  my  part  I  ftiall 
forbear  the  Dif  pute  here, not  becaufe 
I  am  not  able  to  anfwer  it  but  be¬ 
caufe  I  would  train  up  my  Country 
men  firft  a  little  betterin  the  grounds 
of  Phyfick,  it  being  my  opinion  that 
yong  Phyfitains  as  wel  as  youg  Chri- 
ftians  ought  not  to  be  led  into  doubt¬ 
ful  Deputations.  This  is  the  Second 
Caution.  > 

Thirdly,  There  is  this  Facultie  in 
al  the  Purges  of  Galen's  model  (  be¬ 
caufe  he  gives  the  whol  Simple  which 
muft  needs  confift  of  divers  qualities, 
becaufe  the  Creation  is  made  up  of 
and  conhfts  by  a  harmony  of  contr  a- 
ries  )  there  is  (  I  fay  )  this  Faculty  in 
ai  Purges  of  that  Nature,  that  they 
contain  in  them  a  fubftance  which  is 
inimical  both  to  the  Stomach  and 
Bowels  and  fome  are  of  opinion  this 
doth  good  namely,  Provokes  nature 
the  more  to  expulfion  j  the  reafon 
might  be  good  if  the  Foundation  of 
it  were  fo,  for  by  this  Reafon  Nature 
herfelf  fhould  purge  not  the  Medi¬ 
cine,  and  a  Phyfitian  who  takes  his 
Name  from  Phusis ,  which  fignifies 
Nature  x  fhould  help  Nature  in  her 
bufinefs  and  not  hinder  her.  But  to 
forbear  being  critical,  this  fubftance 
which  I  told  you  was  inimical  to  the 
Stomach,  muft  be  correfted  in  every 
Purge,-  And  this  is  my  Third  Cau¬ 
tion.  '  , 

Fourthly,  The  choice  of  Purging 
Medicines  is  very  difficult,  they  are 
not  Phyfick  for  every  Ignoramus  to 
prefcribe,for  fome  purge  gently  fome 
violently,  fome  are  appropriated  to 
Flegtn  fome  to  Choller,  fome  to  Me¬ 
lancholy,  and  fome  to  Water, or  fe- 
rous  humors: Confider  this  but  duly,  , 
and  withal,what  mifehief  may  accrue  ' 
by  giving  a  Medicine  purging  Cho-  j 
ler  in  a  Difeafe  proceeding  ofFlegin  1 
or  watry  humors,  you  may  eafily  fee  j 
without  a  pair  of  Spectacles,  that  it 
cannot  but  weaken  the  Spirits  ex¬ 
ceedingly,  and  abate  Natural  Heat, 
which  is  a!  Nature  hath  to  help  her 
felf  in  fuch  a  cafe,and  alfo  hinder  the 
clarification  of  the  Blood  which  is 
done  by  Choller,  thereby  encreafing 
the  Difeafe,  and  opening  a  gap  to  let 
out  Life,  and  let  in  Death  ;  It  were 
vain  to  recite  what  mifehief  may  fol¬ 
low  the  giving  of  violent  Purges  to 
weak  Bodies,  or  to  ftrong  bodies 
where  the  Humor  offending  is  not 
tough  and  vifeous,  but  fluid  and  ea- 
fie  to  be  carried  away  I  fhal  touch 
upon  them  by  and  by,  only  here  you 
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'  may  fee  reafon  enough,  why  I  am  fo 
long  upon  this  fubjeft. 

Laftly,  When  you  perfe&ly  know 
the  humor  offending,  the  convenient 
Medicine  and  fit  correction  for  it,the 
time  and  matter  of  ufing  it  remains 
to  be  enquired  Into. 

Thefe  I  thought  to  premife  by  way 
of  caution  before  I  come  to  the  mat¬ 
ter  it  fell intended,  and  fo  much  the 
rather  becaufe  people  from  one  Ge¬ 
neration  to  another  have  been  fo 
trained  up  in  ignoTance  byPhyfitians 
who  have  ablconded  the  Method 
of  Phyfick  from  them,  that  now 
like  mad  men  (  oppreflion  having  al- 
moft, if  not  altogether  made  them fo) 
when  they  ail  any  thing,  they  take 
aqy  Purge  what  their  next  Neighbor 
advifeth  them  to,  right  or  wrong  ’tis 
no  matter,  their  wit  in,  and  confide- 
ration  of  the  bufinefs  bein  g  much  at 
one.

Secondly,  In  all  thefe  obferve, 
That  fuch  as  are  gentle  are  only  to 
be  oiven  to  delicate  and  tender  Bo¬ 
dies,  whether  the  body  be  weak  Na¬ 
turally,  or  caufed  fo  by  ficknefs,  a- 
bove  al  give  not  vomits  to  weak  Sto¬ 
machs,  for  the  Fundament  is  oidain- 
ed  by  Nature  to  avoid  the  Excre¬ 
ments, and  not  the  mouth, which  was 
ordained  to  take  in,  not  to  Vomit 
out,  therefore  ufe  vomits  as  feldome 
as  may  be. 

But  for  the  Elettion  of  Purges,  Let 
fuch  as  are  apropriated  to  flegm  anc 
melancholy  be  mixed  with  fuel 
things  as  are  thin  in  fub fiance, and  of 
a  cutting  quality,  becaufe  thefe  Hu¬ 
mors  are  tough, gentle  medicines  wil 
ferve  to  evacuate  Water  and  Choller 
ufually,  I  fay  fufually]  becaufe  fom- 
times  water  requires  fuch  medicines, 
as  are  of  force  to  call  it  from  the 
extream  parts  of  the  body,  and  fuch 
mull  needs  be  violent  in  Operation. 
I  entreat  al  yong  Students  in  P_hy- 
lick  to  be  very  carefull  in  admini- 
ftring  violent  medicines,and  that  ne¬ 
ver  without  due  preparation  of  the 
body  beforehand,  never  unlefs  the 
Humor  be  fo  repugnant  that  it  will 
not  yield  to  gentle  :  And  oh  /  that 
fimple  people  would  learn  to  be  but 
fo  wife  as  to  let  them  alone,  and  not 
take  them  themfelves,  the  evill  they 
do  them  i(ifnot  regulated  byana- 
bler  brain  than  dwels  in  their  skuls  ) 
is  certain,  the  good  very  uncertain  ; 
for  fuch  violent  medicines  as  purge 
Choller  if  immoderately  taken,  firft 
draw  the  choller,  then  the  flegm, 
afterwards  the  melanchoIy,then  they 
caufe  Corrofions,  and  draw  the 
blood  :  Such  as  purge  flegm  and  wa¬ 
ter  violently  when  they  have  drawn 
that,  then  they  draw  the  Choller, 
then  melancholy,  they  then  corrode, 
andfo  either  by  excoriation  or  ope¬ 
ning  the  mouths  of  the  Veins,  bloo¬ 
dy  Fluxes  alfo  follow,  and  many 
times  the  Difeafe  ends  in  the  Gravel; 
and  fo  alio  the  immoderate  Purgati- 
tion  of  melancholy,  firft  draws  chol¬ 
ler  ( I.  mean  after  the  melancholy  is 


evacuated  )  then  Flegm,  and  ends  as 
the  other  do.  But  I  think  this  is  e- 
nough  to  wife  men.  To  return  ; 

It  you  prepare  the  body  before 
hand  (  you  wil  not  want  inftru&ions 
iow  to  do  it  in  the  compounds) 
then  gentler  Medicines  wil  ferve  the 
turn,  and  therefore  fuch  Medicines 
as  purge  water,  add  but  cutting  me¬ 
dicines  to  them,  and  they  purge 
Flegm. 

And  then  again,  I  defire  you  to 
take  notice  that  fuch  medicines  as 
have  a  binding  quality  in  them  are 
very  hurtful  to  tough  flegm,  and  me¬ 
lancholy,  becaufe  the  humors  them¬ 
felves  being  tough,  they  make  them 
the  tougher,but  they  are  1110ft  proper 
for  Choller  and'  putrified  Flegm,  be¬ 
caufe  the  firft  of  them  often  caufeth 
defluxions,  the  fecond  a  loofnefs. 

Again,  Another  thing  I  thought 
good  to  give  notice  of,  and  fo  much 
the  rather  becauf  I  have  feen  it  prin¬ 
ted  in  Euglilh,  and  heard  it  contend¬ 
ed  for  by  Students  in  Phyfick,  yet  is 
the  conceipt  very  dangerous,  viz. 
That  the  operations  of  Purging  me¬ 
dicines  may^be  known  by  their  co¬ 
lors,  for  fay  they,  white  medicines 
purge  Flegm  ;  black,  melancholy  ; 
and  yellow,  C holler.  I  confefs  fome 
Antient  Phyfitians  were  of  this  apilh 
Opinion, which  in  no  wife  holds  true 
in  the  general,  though  in  fome  parti¬ 
culars  it  may. 

Oj  the  time  of  Purging. 

IT  was  the  Opinion  of  Hippocrates 
1,  to  prepare  the  Body  with  hot  and 
cutting  Syrups  before  the  purging 
Medicine  be  given, with  this  Provifo, 
That  the  matter  be  not  fo  hot  that  it 
be  thruft  into  the  Veins,  and  caufe 
Feavers. 

If  your  Purge  muft  be  ftrong,  take 
fome  lenitive  Purge,  or  elfe  a  L  lyfter 
before  you  take  it,  left  the  paffages 
being  not  opened,  the  matter  being 
violently  expelled  be  flopped  in  its 
pall  age,  and  fo  either  Colicks,  or  ve¬ 
hement  Belly-ach,  or  worfe  inifchief 
follow. 

Let  it  be  two  hours  ere  you  drink, 
and  four  or  five  ere  you  eat  after  you 
have  taken  a  Purge,  and  let  your 
Stomach  be  empty  when  you  take 
them. 

i ,  Left  being  mixed  with  the  nou- 
lifhment  they  lofe  their  force,  and  fo 
Nature  convert  them  into  nourifh- 
ment,  thereby  corrupting  the  blood. 

z.  All  Purges  are  enemies  to  Na¬ 
ture,  and  if  yon  mix  them  with  food. 
Nature  detains  them  the  longer,  and 
by  confequence  is  the  moreprejudice 
to  them. 

3.  It  is  very  unfitting  to  moleft 
Dame  Nature  with  two  feveral  moti¬ 
ons  at  one  time,  viz.  To  expel  the 
Purge  and  the  obnoxious  humor 
I  with  it,  and  alfo  at  the  fame  time  to 
‘  nourifh  the  Body.  I 


As  for  Lenitives  or  gentle  Purges, 
and  many  Pills,  they  may  fafely  be 
taken  at  night,  as  you  were  taught 
in  the  firft  part  of  my  Directory,  to 
which  I  refer  you  for  Directions  in 
all  Purges,  and  I  fhal  have  a  word  or 
two  to  fay  concerning  Vomits  before 
I  have  done  this  Book  :  I  refer  it 
here  therefore  to  its  proper  place. 

I  fhal  here  conclude  with  this  Ca¬ 
veat,  Never  take  fweet  things  after 
Purges, becaufe  the  Liver  draw?  them 
fo  greedily  that  they  foon  turn  the 
Purge  to  aliment,  which  if  any  thing 
will  bring  mifehiefs  more  than  e- 
nough  to  the  Body,  this  wil. 

Of  the  corre&ing  of  Purging  M«$- 
cines. 

{N  Purging  Medicines  are  many 
things  conliderable,  which  are  ei¬ 
ther  to  be  helped  forwards  or  cor- 
reCied,  for  of  Purges,  fome  work  too 
flowly,  others  too  violently. 

Or  to  be  a  little  more  diftinft, 
fome  faults  of  a  purge  may  be  known 
before  it  is  given,  and  others  not’till 
after.  I  fhal  begin  with  the  firft. 

There  is  this  almoft  properly  in  all 
Purges,  that  they  are  obnoxions  to 
the  Stomach,  and  indeed  to  Nature 
it  felf,  therefore  mix  fome  things 
with  them  which  ftrengthen  theHeart 
and  Stomach. 

Again,  The  gentleft  Purges  that 
are,  have  one  difeommodity  in  them 
That  they  are  eafily  turned  to  wind  ; 
therefore  mix  fuch  things  with  them 
as  expel  wind  ( the  former  Rules  a- 
mongft  the  Simples,  wil  furnifh  you 
with  enough,  and  more  then  enough 
of  either  )  for  although  they  be  not 
windy  of  themfelves,  yet  by  their 
heat  they  ftir  up  wind,  though,  they 
meet  with  Flegm  or  Melancholly. 

Violent  purges  by  their  Acrimony 
or  fharp  gnawing  quality,  are  inimi- 
call  to  the  Bowels,  which  nmftiu 
no  wife  be  corre&cd  with  binding 
Phylicks,  for  that  will  mend  them  as 
theFletcher  mends  his  Bolt,viz. Spoil 
all, and  that  by  keeping  them  fo  long 
in  ‘the  Body:  fuch  things  as  make 
flippery,  lenifie,  and  fomthing  thic¬ 
ken, are  proper  Corrigents  for  them; 
fuch  are.  Quince  Seeds,  Mallows, 
Gum  Tragacanth,  and  the  like. 

Alter  the  Purge  is  given,  it  may 
offend  on  either  hand,  viz.  By  work¬ 
ing  either  not  at  all,  or  not  violent¬ 
ly  :  If  it  work  not  at  all,  take  hot 
Broaths  ;  if  they  wil  not  do  the  deed, 
ufe  a  C lyfter. 

Various  and  manifold  are  the  evils 
that  a  Purge  working  too  violeutly, 
may  afflift  upon  the  Body  of  Man, 
and  very  dangerous  ;  for  fuch  may 
produce  thefe,  or  any  of  thefe  confe- 
quences,  and  poor  filly  people  that 
take  them,  never  know  whence  they 
come.

you  how  to  remedy  thefe,  the  Table 
at  the  latter  end  will  inftmft  you 
with  Medicines  for  each,  and  you 
cannot  be  more  unwilling  to  pay  for 
one  thing  twice,than  I  am  to  write  it. 

For  preventing  fuch  cvills  as.  thefe 
are  (  or  others  which  perhaps  a  man 
might  find  in  Authors  )  accept  of 
thefe  following  Aphorilms. 

I.  Be  fure  you  ftrcngthen  the  heart 
for  if  that  fail,  al  wil  be  naught. 

z.  When  you  preceive  your  purge 
works  too  violently,  you  may  then 
know  nature  hath  got  an  enemy  that 
is  too  hard  for  her,  therefore  make 


pint, and  drink  it  up,if  that  help  not, 
let  them  drink  another. 

3.  If  you  find  the  Mouths  of  the 
Veins  be  opened,  which  you  may 
know  if  much  blood  come  from  you 
without  any  skins,  then  take  a  Cly- 
fter  made  only  of  new  Milk,  a  dramj 
of  MalKch  in  pouder  being  added  to

4.  Qyl  offweet  Almonds  taken 
inwardly, '  an  ounce  at  a  time,  and  as 
-fieri  as  you  wil,  is  excellent  in  fuch 
a  cafe,  but  let  it  be  newly  clraWn. 

Juyce  of  Quinces,  Syrup  of 
Quinces,  Preferved  Quinces,  or  that 
which  in  Suffix  the  Gentry  cal  Mar- 
milade ’  is  very  good  ;  According' to 
Melne  in  iuch  a  cafe  to  be  taken  of¬ 
ten.

If  the  matter  be  tough,  vifeous, 
and  of  long  continUance,it  is  impof- 
fible  to  carry  it  away  al  at  once, your 
way  then  is  to  take  gentle  purges, 
and  take  them  often  y  for  if  the  purge 
be  too  ftrone,  it  wil  weaken  Nature 
fo,  that  the  Houfe  (  I  mean  the  bo¬ 
dy  )  will  fall  down  before  you  can 
clenfe  it  of  the  filth  ;  and  of  fuch  a 
Nature  ufually  is  Melancholy. 

As  for  the  Dofes  of  purges  it  is 
impoffible  to  preferibe  fuch  general 
Rules,  but  they  muft  of  neceffity  do 
far  more  harm  than  good,  for  parti¬ 
culars  you  may  if  you  pleafe  find 
them  in  the  firft  part  of  the  Book 
concerning  Simples,  and  in  that  part 
concerning  Compounds.
